fhe reliquary was made by Fredericus, of 
St Pantaleon, in Cologne, about 1170. 

Toward the close of the 11th century, 
nd especially in the course of the subse- 

uent centuries, the manufacture of large 
:eliquaries, of shrines, as they might prop- 
erly be called, attained an advanced stage 
of perfection, especially in Germany. It is 
known that Cologne, and the banks of the 
Rhine, were then the chief center of the 
German artistic movement. It was there, 
under the influence of masters from the 
Orient, that there arose and developed that 
numerous generation of industrial artists 
who are usually classed nowadays under 
the title of the Cologne school, or the 
ixhenish school, 

The magnificence of many of their pro- 
ductions did not consist wholly in the 
value of the metal used. Gold and silver 
were in many instances replaced with sim- 
ple copper, the rigidity of which lent itself 
Letter to these great works, inasmuch as it 

ffered better conditions as regards solidity. 
lhat which constituted the richness of 
these shrines was their decoration, to 
which not only engraving and chasing con- 
tributed, but all sorts of precious materials 
such as jeweled settings, ivory, niello and 
finally brilliant incrustations of enamel. 

“At this epoch,” as the Abbé Texier 
somewhere said, “art multiplied a hun- 
dredfold the value of the common metals 
by transforming them; enamel replaced 
precious stones, and this covering lent a 

lue to every article by increasing its 
splendor.” 

There exist some rare and very ancient 
monuments of German goldsmith work, 1 
which two processes of enameling are em- 
loyed simultaneously. These are known 
is “mixed enamels.” 

\s a specimen of German art of this 
period it would be difficult to find, among 
enameled shrines, anything more perfect 
than this beautiful shrine acquired from 
the collection of Prince Soltykoff, and 
which may now be seen in the Victoria 
ind Albert Museum in London. 

The height of this specimen is about 1914 
inches. As may be seen, it is a cruciform 
structure, with wings of equal length, each 
front being ornamented with a portico, with 
bas-reliefs in ivory and columns, between 
which are disposed various statues, also of 
ivory. Twelve figures, of the same descrip- 
tion (those of the Apostles) are arranged 
t 


concentrically about the central portion, 
which is surmounted by a cupola having 
12 lobes. This cupola, the ridging and 
the columns of the portico are completely 
incrusted with enamel. No stone settings 
appear anywhere. In fact, the principal 
features are nothing but copper, gilded, 
enamel and ivory, but they are used with 
exceeding skill; the chasings of the friezes, 
the capitals and the base are admirable, 
ind the general conception of this little 
monument displays incomparable elegance. 
As to its form, while it is certainly an 
article of Occidental manufacture, it is 
impossible to ignore in it the influence of 
Byzantine artists. There is a resemblance 
in form to the little temple preserved in 
the museum at Brunswick, which also dis- 
plays evidence of the same influence.

The trophy is made of copper and is al- 





most entirely decorated with pieced designs 
of solid sterling silver. These ornaments 
are applied upon the copper by a process 
which combines the metals absolutely. The 
copper background is finished in sultan 
hronze and its contrast to the silver offers 
a rich and harmonious effect. 

The extreme height of the cup is 18 
inches, the spread across handles 24 inches 
and the diameter of the base 14 inches; 
the round column supporting the upper por- 
tion is 4 inches in diameter and aside from 
vertical designs in silver bears two shields 
properly inscribed. 

A heavy-plated gold lining is fitted into 
the upper portion of the cup, so that it may 
be used as a punch bowl if desired. The 
face of this upper portion is decorated on 
hoth sides with an automobile design in 
silver and underneath are 24 ornamental sil- 

er panels continuing around the cup. 

The trophy has two handles, both sides of 
yhich are decorated with running designs in 
silver and at extreme ends show silver auto 
mobile wheels tpon which are placed the 
club emblems. The base of the trophy is

In the year 1700 the original Dutch City 
lall, located in Pearl St., having become 
msiderably dilapidated, a new City Hall 
was begun, occupying the site of the pres- 
nt Sub-Treasury in Wall St. This new 
uilding formed a prominent feature of 
the town and was one of its most preten- 
tious structures. About this time, accord- 
ng to old records, New York contained 
bout 750 houses, the population consisting 
f 4,500 people, 750 of whom were either 
slave or free negroes. 

Miss Sarah Knight, an observant lady 
vho kept a journal of a journey on horse- 
back from Boston to New York in 1704, 
included an interesting picture of the lat- 
ter as it appeared at that time. The build- 
ings, she noticed, were mostly of brick, 
some of them glazed, of divers colors, laid 
in cheques and agreeable to the eye. “In- 
side,” she continues, “they were neat 
to admiration.” Describing the dress and 
idornments of ladies of the old Dutch 
families, she calls particular attention to 
their headgear, which was like “a capp 
ind a head band in one, leaving their ears 
bare, which are sett out with jewells of a 
large size and many in number. And their 
fingers hoop’t with rings, some with large 
stones in them of many coullers as were 
their pendants in their ears, which you 
should see very old womens wear as well 
as young.” 

Gradually the inhabitants of the city be- 
gan to take more of an interest in the ap- 
pearance of their surroundings. In 1708 
it is recorded that the residents on Broad- 
way petitioned and were given leave to 
plant trees in front of,their premises, be 











stowing on the streets a pleasing aspect, 
especially in Summer. About this time also 
the property owners of the principal thor- 
oughfares were required to pave the streets 
with cobble stones for a distance of 10 feet 
from their line, leaving the middle unpaved. 

In 1722 an important measure was un- 
dertaken; namely, the extension of the 
shore line of the Hudson River front out 
to deep water, and several years later the 
present Greenwich and Washington Sts. 
were laid out. There were also signs of 
improving the East River front, permis- 
sion being asked by a number of citizens to

preceding the foregoing paragraph, in the 
same minutes, an item appears ordering the 
Mayor to issue a warrant to the treasurer 
to pay one John Wright, watchmaker, the 
sum of £10 14s current money of New 
York, being one year’s salary for winding 
up and keeping in order the public clock 
of the corporation and for a new hammer 
and a spring for the said clock. At the 
same time the record indicates that the 
Mayor issued a warrant to the treasurer to 
pay the Public Whipper of the corporation 
a sum figured at the same rate at which 
the watchmaker was compensated.

extend the wharves upon the shore from 
Rip Van Dam’s corner at the lower end of 
Maiden Lane up for several blocks. Sub- 
sequently, the council granted a petition 
whereby a street 45 feet wide was laid out 
on the shore front, subsequently called 
Water St. and extending from Wall St. 
to John St. 

A few years later, in 1732, a move was 
made to straighten out Maiden Lane. Ac- 
cording to the Minutes of the Common 
Council, a committee was appointed to in- 
spect a small plot of ground in the pos- 
session of the Hon. Rip Van Dam, Presi- 
dent of the Colony, which ground was con- 
tiguous to a corner of Maiden Lane and 
which the latter asked might be granted 
unto him by the corporation (he having the 
same within his fence) “for the more regu- 
lar making of the street (the neighborhood 
having thrown into the said street on the 
other side thereof some ground equivalent 
thereunto) for making the same street 
more uniform and upon a line.” 

It is interesting to note that immediately 


Maiden Lane having attained the dignity 
of a duly and officially chartered street, 
real estate operations in its vicinity be- 
came affairs of rather frequent occurrence. 
The following transfers, gleaned from vari- 
ous old sources, will, no doubt, prove in- 
teresting reading matter to the present 
holders of property in the modern city’s 
jewelry center: 

1700—A lot on the south side of Maiden 
Lane, west corner of Little Green St. (Lib- 
erty Pl.), 82 feet front and 111 feet deep, 
was sold for $120. 

1714—A lot on the north side of Liberty 
St., extending through to Maiden Lane, -21 
feet front and 60 feet deep, brought $70. 

1716—A lot on the northwest corner of 
Maiden Lane and William St. 25 feet 
front and 148 feet deep changed hands for 
$138. 

1717—A lot on Maiden Lane near Pearl 
St., 25 feet front and 132 feet deep, was 
valued at $250, 

1718—A house and lot on the east side 
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»f Broadway, between the present Liberty 
St. and Maiden Lane, 45 feet four inches 
front, was disposed of for $187. 

1719—A lot on Maiden Lane, 25 feet 
front and 156 feet deep, was transferred 
for $375. 

1720—A lot on the northeast corner of 
Maiden Lane and William St., 25 feet on 
William St. and 45 feet on Maiden Lane, 
was sold for $193 

1727—A lot on the north side of Maiden 


wealth and opulence. They were at the 
same time laborious and frugal, lived in the 
most hospitable manner, though with great 
economy. Luxury was unknown in the 
Province. * * * Though for many years 
prior to this period great animosities and 
disputes in parties had subsisted, and been 
warmly litigated between the Governor, 
the Council and General Assembly which 
had in great measure pervaded, distracted 
and inflamed the whole Colony; yet at this

Lane, 25 feet front and 1417 feet deep, was 
disposed of for $250. 

1729—A lot on Maiden Lane, near Pearl 
St., was bought for $700. 

1732—A lot on the northeast corner of 
Broadway and Maiden Lane, 25 feet front 
and 100 feet deep, brought $300. 

1740—Four lots on Maiden Lane and 
John St., and extending along Nassau St., 
were sold for $475. These lots are num- 
bered 105, 106, 142 and 143 on the map of 
the Shoemakers’ Pasture. 


English Period Covering Revolutionary 
Events—1750-1783. 

“In the year 1752 New York was in its 
happiest state. We had no foreign or do- 
mestic enemy. Great Britain was at peace 
with the world. The Colony was extend- 
ing its trade, encouraging the arts and 
sciences and cultivating its lands. Its in- 
habitants were daily increasing in riches, in 


happy time all discord had ceased, parties 
were forgotten and animosities forgiven. 
The dispositions, the conduct and behavior 
of the people in general bespoke harmony, 
concord, mutual love and reciprocal affec- 
tions. The several denominations of Chris- 
tians * * * the people called Quakers 
and even the very Jews, all lived in perfect 
peace and harmony, enjoying the company 
and conversation of each other, and upon 
all occasions returning mutual acts of 
friendship, of kindness and affection. This, 
if I may allow the expression, was the 
Golden Age of New York.” 

In this manner Thomas Jones, Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the Province, pic- 
tured New York in 1752, and in these 
words he began his notable history. The 
book was written between the years 1783 
and 1789 and thus furnishes a close view 
of the situation. It is possible that our 
historian introduced rather too rosy a color 
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from the fact that he was a Loyalist and 
attributed the subsequent misfortunes of 
the Colony to a lack of loyalty on the part 
of most of his fellow citizens. It is proper 
to state that the Loyalists occupied the po- 
sition of protesting against the grievances 
from which the Colony suffered, but were 
steadfast in their adherence to the King, 
trusting to their constitutional rights to 
obtain the full measure of liberty to which 
they claimed they were entitled. 

During the period under consideration 
New York had developed to such an extent 
that it was able to support a theatre. It is 
interesting to note that this place of amuse- 
ment was in the heart of the present jew- 
elry district, being located at 15-21 John St. 
It was built some time between the years 
1750 and 1760, and here Major Andre per- 
formed original plays during the Revolu- 
tion. Tradition says that “Hail Columbia” 
was first played within its walls in the 
presence of Washington by Fyles, its com- 
poser, and that upon its stage Joseph Jef- 
ferson made his first appearance. 

Another indication of the growth of the 
town and a recognition, upon its part, of 
the necessity of furnishing higher education 
is indicated by the founding, in 1754, of 
Kings College which, after the Revolution, 
became Columbia College. The location of 
this institution of learning was west of 
Broadway between Murray and Barclay 
Sts., the campus extending down to the 
river, which at that time flowed along the 
line of Greenwich St. A tablet at the 
southeast corner of Murray St. and West 
Broadway marks the site’ of the original 
college tract. The thoroughfare known as 
College St., the name of which was obliter- 
ated a few years ago, served as a memorial 
for a long time of the buildings that were 
devoted in this locality in the early days 
to educational purposes. 

The events of the year 1776 affected the 
City of New York to a marked degree. 
The scene of war having shifted from 
New England, all the terrors of conflict 
descended upon the vicinity of Manhattan 
Island. Lines of defense had been erected 
in many localities, and the place took on 
the sombre appearance of a fortified camp. 
The disastrous Battle of Long Island, fol- 
lowed by the capture of Fort Washington, 
presently left the entire island in the hands 
of the British, and for seven years it re- 
mained in the enemy’s grasp. Prisoners 
of war filled all the available buildings, 
many of the sugar houses being pressed 
into service. It was a long period of 
misery and suffering, and the death list 
grew to appalling numbers. To add to 
the desolation of the unfortunate city, a 
fire swept across the lower section, de- 
stroying Trinity Church and a large num- 
her of dwellings. The ruins of this con- 
flagration were left to add their gloom to 
the sorrowful aspect of the unhappy town, 
which, recalling the bright picture of the 
city at the time of its “Golden Age,” 25 
years before, presented a disheartening 
contrast. 

A reminiscence of the Revolutionary pe- 
riod is to be found in the neighborhood 
of Maiden Lane in the form of a bronze 
tablet affixed to the Cedar St. side of the 
building of the Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
The events perpetuated are recorded in 
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dence of satisfying you in every particular. 
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the form of the following inscription: 
Here stood 
The Middle Dutch Church, 
Dedicated A.D. 1729. 
Made a British Military Prison 1776. 
Restored 1790. 
Occupied as the United States Post Office 
1845-1875. 
Taken down 1882. 
The Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
of New York. 


In addition to the facts inscribed on the 
tablet it is interesting to note that early 


tates, real and personal, confiscated, and 
themselves, if found at any time in any 
part of the State, prosecuted, being ad- 
judged and declared guilty of felony and 
condemned to suffer death, without benefit 
of clergy, for the crime of adhering to the 
enemies of the State. 

Under this act Judge Robert Bayard, of 
the Admiralty Court, a member of the old 
and well-known Bayard family, was at- 
tainted and all his property confiscated.

in the Revolutionary War the British con- 
vetted the Middle Church into a riding 
schcol for their drag. ons by removing th- 
pulpit, gallery, pews an’ floors. At this 
time one of the patriots succeeded in ob- 
taining from the commander-in-chief, 
Lord Howe, permission to take down the 
bell which had been especially made at 
Amsterdam and which, according to an 
old tradition, contained quantities of silver 
coin contributed by citizens while the bell 
metal was being prepared. This bell its 
preserver managed to store away in a se- 
cure and secret place, where it remained 
for some years: after the British army 
evacuated the city. When the church was 
repaired and reopened he brought it forth 
from its hiding place and restored it to 
its rightful function. The accompanying 
illustration represents the Middle Dutch 
Church as it appeared for a number of 
years, after it was converted into the 
General Post Office. 

As a result of conditions arising dur- 
ing the Revolutionary period, several 
lots on Maiden Lane were confiscated and 
sometime later they passed into the hands 
of new owners. The lots comprised the 
site at present represented by Nos. 42, 44. 
44% and 46. The confiscation took place 
in accordance with an act of attainder 
passed by the legislature of the Colony of 
New York on Oct. 22, 1779, by which the 
persons named were attainted, their es- 


The record, under date of July 8, 1785, 
shows that the property was sold to Mor- 
gan Lewis, the site being described as the 
south side of Maiden Lane, being bounded 
on the north by Maiden Lane, northwest 
by land of Morgan Lewis and Widow Eg- 
bert, southwest by land of Luke Kiersted, 
and southeast by land of Joseph Druckley. 

It is interesting to note that in 1833 the 
site of No. 46 passed into the possession 
of Christian G. Gunther, the furrier, in 
whose family it remained until it was con- 
veyed to the Lawyers Title Insurance and 
Trust Co. in 1890,

President Roberts Issues Encouraging Circular to Members - A Uniform Date for All 
Clearance Sales Among Retail Jewelers Suggested - All States Urged to Pass 
Stamping Laws Which Conform to the National Act. 














Pitrspurc, Pa., Oct. 31.—The following 
information has been sent out to the mem- 
bers of the American National Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association by Steele F. Roberts, of 
this city, the president: 

“Organization is rife in the land. The 
retail jewelers in every State in the Union 
are awakening from their lethargy. Unity 
and co-operation is the slogan. Every 
mail brings inquiries such as ‘What does 
the American National Retail Jewelers’ As- 
sociation stand for? What has it done? 
What does it intend doing?’ Read its 
declaration of objects. Ask its 3,500 mem- 
bers of the many benefits derived. It in- 
tends to make the retail jewelry business 
safe, sane and profitable by advocating 
modern business methods and obtaining 
from manufacturers and wholesalers every 
legitimate concession to which the retail 
jewelers are entitled. 

* * * 

“The west with its bumper crop rolls, as 
a tidal wave of good cheer and affluence, 
over all the land, and the holidays of pros- 
perity for the jeweler are drawing near. 
Prepare yourself, your store, your stock, 
for its happy coming and by your zeal and 
enthusiasm make this the largest and most 
profitable holiday season in your history. 


“The largest silver manufacturing com- 
pany in the United States has this month 
established a fixed ratio of profit on the re- 
tail selling price of its sterling silver prod- 
ucts. The company is to be congratulated for 
the commendable act, which is in perfect 
accord with the minimum selling policy 
as advocated by the American National Re- 
tail Jewelers’ Association at the Detroit 
convention. Let the good work of equity 
and price adjustment go on and the retail 
jeweler will ultimately come into his own.

“It has been suggested that the retail 
jewelers in every city and town shall unite 
in adopting a specified date’ for an annual 
cash clearance sale, that they may dispose 
of, at private sale, accumulations of old 
stock, discontinued styles and shopworn 
goods. To avoid contention, ill feeling or 
jealousy, it is desired that this sale shall 
occur at a fixed period, so that all jewelers 
in the cities and towns shall have equal op- 
portunity to participate. 

“In view of the necessity of such sales 
and the great benefit to be derived from the 
elimination of undesirable goods from the 
jewelers’ stock, I hereby suggest and name 
the month of February, 1911, when all jew- 
elers who so desire may advertise, display 
in their windows and stores, all obsolete 
patterns and shopworn goods and sell the 
same for cash, during this month, at any 
reduction in price they may desire, regard- 
less of cost or previous value. As a ‘gen- 
tlemen’s agreement’ it is understood that 
these reductiens in prices shall not apply 
to watches with or without fixed selling 





prices, or new gcods of any character what- 
ever, but simpy to old accumulated stock. 
6 * * ‘ 

“A copy of the law regulating the stamp- 
ing of gold and silver, as enacted by the 
State of New Jersey, has been mailed to 
the presidents of all State organizations of 
the American National Retail Jewelers’ 
Association and to prominent jewelers in 
unorganized S.ates, urging the presenta- 
tion and passage of such an act at the next 
meeting of the legislature in their respec- 
tive States. 

“As the proposed law, which has been 
passed by New Jersey, North Carolina, 
Rhode Island, Colorado, etc., covers every 
phase of protection to the public, retailer 
and manufacturer, and conforms with the 
national law, it is essential that this law 
be passed in its entirety without change or 
&mendment, so that the law in all States 
may be uniform and in absolute harmony 
with the national law. 

“In States where there is only a partial 
or indefinite gold and silver law, it is es- 
sential that this new act may be presented 
and passed that all State laws may, as here- 
tofore mentioned, be uniform. 

“The president will giadly forward 
copies of the Gold and Silver Stamping 
Law to any so desiring.” 








Phillip N. Aronson, Philadelphia, Pays 
$1,500 Fine for Smuggling. 

General Nelson N. Henry, surveyor of 
tht port, expressed satisfaction, last week, 
that a fine of $1,500 had been imposed on 
Phillip Aronson, of Philadelphia, Pa., for 
failure to declare jewelry and other duti- 
able articles on the arrival of himself and 
wife on the Baltic, Sept. 25. [The case had 
been postponed because of the illness of 
Mrs. Aronson, but was formally decided, 
last week, by Judge Hand, in the United 
States Circuit Court. Mr. Aronson is a 
retired glove manufacturer. 

Mr. Aronson made a blanket declaration 
to the effect that he had “dutiable goods.” 
He gave no intimation of the value, but 
finally admitted that they were worth $125. 
The inspector opened the two trunks of 
Mr. and Mrs. Aronson and found goods 
which they valued at $2,300. A gold watch 
was found on Mrs. Aronson’s person, and 
in a chamois bag around her neck a brooch 
set with diamonds and a bracelet set with 
rubies, togethtr with other jewelry. The 
articles were sent to the Public Stores and 
formally seized on Sept. 30. 

Mr. Aronson pleaded guilty to the charge 
of smuggling before Judge Holt, and in 
addition to the $1,500 fine he must pay 
the appraised home value of $2,300 in order 
to receive his property.

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Court on Reargument Affirms Its De- 
cision Declaring Ephraim 
Grinspan a Bankrupt. 

Judge Holt in the United States District 
Court, New York, handed down a 
sion Friday, in which he affirmed his for 
mer finding, which declared Ephraim 
Grinspan to be bankrupt. The case came 
up for a rehearing Monday of last week 
and decision was reserved. 

Mr. Grinspan, a retail jeweler at 353 
Grand St., was made a defendant in bank- 
ruptcy proceedings by three creditors, and 
Judge Hough appointed L. Harding Rog- 
ers receiver. Grinspan denied that he was 
insolvent and fought the case. The matter 
was referred to Referee in Bankruptcy 
Willis as Special Master, who took testi- 
mony, and finally filed his report recom- 
mending the dismissal of the petition. 

When a confirmation of the report 
was asked by the defendant Cass & Apfel, 
attorneys for the petitioning creditors, op- 
posed it, and the case was argued before 
Judge Holt Oct. 10, and decision re- 
served, as reported in the JEWELERS’ Cix 
CULAR-WEEKLY, when the decision was first 
handed down. 

It was the contention of the petitioning 
creditors that when the receiver took pos- 
session of the business goods valued at 
$9,400 had been removed from the store. 
It was also contended that just prior to 
the filing of the petition in bankruptcy 
against Mr. Grinspan he (Grinspan) con- 
veyed his stock of merchandise to Charles 
Shongood, an auctioneer, for $12,900, and 
that a part of the sale price was paid. 
David Kessler, one of the petitioning cred- 
itors, learned of the auction and demanded 
from Grinspan $575 which he claimed was 
owed him. Grinspan offered Kessler 450 
cents on the dollar, but the offer was re- 
fused. 

Referee Willis based his report in favor 
of a dismissal of the petition against Grins- 
pan on the ground that the removal of cer- 
tain goods by Grinspan to the safe de- 
posit vault was after the filing of the 
petition. 

Judge Holt handed down the following 
ruling on the case after hearing the matter 
re-argued : 


deci- 


“In view of the zeal with which Mr. Kohn 
has urged a reconsideration of my decision, J 
have carefully gone over this case again. 

“T see no reason to change my previous con- 
clusion. The evidence satisfies me that the bank- 
rupt’s liabilities are about $18,000, and the value 
of his assets about $14,000. He was, therefore, 
insolvent, 

“IT think the sale to Shongood was a com- 
pleted sale. Shongood’s evidence was not contra- 
dicted, and the referee refused an adjournment 
to enable the Karps to be called. 

“Grinspan testified but did not deny Kessler’s 
evidence of his offer of 50 cents on the dollar, or 
of payment in full, if he would aid in a settle- 
ment with other creditors for 20 cents on the 
dollar, nor did Grinspan deny Lieberman’s evi- 
dence of the removal of jewelry, nor did he 
deny Rogers’ testimony that Grinspan told him 
that the jewelry in the safe was all he had. 

“In my former memorandum, by the phrase 
‘the transfer to the State Bank’ I referred, of 
course, to the removal of the jewelry to the 
vault of the State Bank, Grinspan had a safe. 
Why was he removing most of his property from 
the store? The explanation was that the presence 
of Lieberman and the others made him afraid ta 
leave it there seems to me _ insufficient. The 
motion for reargument is denied.”

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Self-Confessed Slayers of New Orleans 
Watchmaker Indicted and Will Be 
Tried at Once. 

New Or-eans, La., Oct. 26.—Francois 
Rodin and Eugene Besancon, two French- 
men who have been indicted for the mur- 
der of Frank Reidel, the watchmaker, 
who was killed Oct. 7, will be arraigned 
this week in the Criminal District Court 
and it is expected that they will be tried 
before the end of the month. The story 
of the finding of Reidel’s body, sewed up 
in a sack in a canal, appeared in 
a recent issue of THE JEweLers’ CirCULAR 

WEEKLY 

In all the gruesomeness of the details, 
the men rehearsed the main features of the 
crime four nights after it happened, when 
they were arrested through the alertness 
of Capt. Long of the local police. Both 
men in sworn statements blamed the other 
for the commission of the deed but both 
admitted being implicated. 

They said Reidel was passing by their 
home in the French quarter and they called 
him in because, as they told him, a clock 


needed repairing. As Reidel bent over a 
table to examine the timepiece he was 
struck on the skull with a dumbbell and . 


beaten to death. 

It was Rodin who furnished the sacks 
and the newspaper and helped to sew up 
the body. Both men went over the route 
which they took to the Old Basin and 
showed the police where the body was 
thrown in. Rodin also recovered a watch 
chain belonging to Reidel. It was thrown 
in the street not far from the house where 
the crime was committed. Rodin said he 
placed it there because he did not want 
any of the dead man’s property around 
him. 

The police say the crime was one of 
the most atrocious ever committed in this 
section. Its solution was a fine piece of 
detective work, as was the capture of the 
men. The testimony was secured without 
the least trouble, both the accused being 
willing to talk. 








Involuntary Petition in Bankruptcy 
Filed Against Munford & Gala- 
way, New York. 


An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed Wednesday of last week in the 
United States District Court, New York, 
against Munford & Galaway, dealers in dia- 
monds and precious stones at 7 Maiden 
Lane, New York, by these creditors: John 
Lamont & Son, with a claim of $2,140; 
Oliver M. Farrand, $102; Graze-Schaller 
Co., $452. It is alleged that the firm is in- 
solvent and on Oct. 26 the partners admit- 
ted in writing their inability to pay their 
debts. Judge Holt appointed Edward Wy- 
koff receiver under a bond of $5,000. 

The liabilities of the alleged bankrupts 
are said to be $19,000 and the assets $12,- 
000. The assets, it is claimed, consist of 
diamonds and precious stones, many of which 
have been pawned or pledged with creditors 
as security for loans. It is said that the 
stones are pledged for only a small part 
of their value and that between $7,000 and 
$8,000 worth have been hypothecated. 

The firm of Munford & Galaway was 
formed early in 1909. Mr. Munford was 


formerly in the emp!oy of C. F. Bood & 
Co. Mr. Galaway was in the engraving 
business and succeeded his father. 








Smuggler Writes to Sec- 
MacVeagh Suggesting 
Conscience. Fund. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Secretary .Mac- 
Veagh’s intention to find out how much 
the government is losing in customs duties 
through undervaluation of imports has led 
one apparently conscience-stricken New 
York man to write an anonymous letter 
pleading for mercy. 

The secretary’s correspondent says the 
Treasury Department can collect the great- 
est conscience fund in its history. Sug- 
gesting that all offenders making restitu- 
tion be granted immunity, the writer says: 

“T supplicate you to grant this plea with 
a great deal of consideration. Laxity of 
the customs officials before your adminis- 
tration and Mr. Loeb’s, left the importer 
and the tourist without compunction of 
conscience as to defrauding the govern- 
ment.” 

The writer says it is common practice 
in Europe to furnish bills showing under- 
valuations with all purchases. 

“Every dressmaker, jeweler, or other 
business men who caters to American 
trade, made this offer without being asked. 
If the government should grant the 
prayers of the importers you will earn the 
blessings of many good citizens who have 
sinned in the past without considering it a 
sin and money will come in to your con- 
science fund from sources you have no 
idea of.” 

The Treasury Department does not seem 
to be inclined to accept the suggestion.

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Manufacturing Jeweler Accused of 
Violating Gold Stamping Law 
Waives Examination and Is 
Held for Trial. 


Abner Werksman, of the Heart Jewelry 
Co., 42 Maiden Lane, New York, waived 
examination last Wednesday morning and 
was held in $500 bail for trial in the Court 
of Special Sessions on the charge of violat- 
ing Section 431 of the Penal Law of New 
York State, which makes it a misdemeanor 
for any person or firm to sell gold jewelry 
more than one karat below the fineness 
marked upon it. Mr. Werksman when ar- 
raigned after his arrest was held in $500 
bail, and this bond was extended until bail 
was procured. 

The charge was brought against Werks- 
man by J. Cutler, an agent acting in the 
interest of the Good and Welfare Commit 
tee of the Jewelers Board of Trade. He 
purchased goods from the Heart Jewelry 
Co. on several occasions, and the complaint 
is based on the purchase of an engraved 
bracelet which was marked “14K,” but 
which, when taken to the United States 
Assay Office, assayed only 9.80 karats fine. 

Attorney Alexander Wolf, who appeared 
for the defendant, is making earnest efforts 
to obtain lenient treatment for his client 
He said that where an open Violation of 
the law is found to have existed after the 
first conviction under the stamping iaw it 
is right that the guilty party should be 
heavily punished, but pointed out that the 
bracelet on which his client has been held 
was made long before any steps were taken 
to enforce the stamping law, and he claimed 
that*since the first conviction under the law 
obtained by the editor of THE JEWELERS’ 
CiRCULAR-WEEKLY and secretary of the 
Stamping Law Committee of the Trade, the 
Heart Jewelry Co. has been making goods 
up to the standard and had been so doing 
for some time previous to that date. 

When the attorney’s statement was shown 
to a member of the Jewelers Board of 
Trade’s committee the latter admitted that 
Mr. Wolf had asked the prosecution to be 
lenient with his client on the grounds men- 
tioned. He pointed out, however, that the 
attorney had failed to explain why the 
Heart Jewelry Co. had continued to sell 
falsely-marked jewelry even after a con- 
viction had been obtained and the trade had 
been warned to desist from this practice. 
The selling of such articles is as clearly a 
violation of the law as is their manufac- 
ture, said he, and whether or not they 
stopped manufacturing such goods, they 
continued to sell them openly. It was only 
after several purchases had been made that 
the prosecution was commenced, the article 
on which it was based being sold to the 
Board of Trade’s agent Aug. 18.

AMERICAN PEARL POINTERS 


RESH water pearls are found in the rivers of the United States, especially the Mississippi and Ohio and their tribu- 
taries. They are found chiefly in the “mucket,” “washboard” and “nigger-head” mussels. A good many pearls are 
found in lakes and bayous, but are of poor quality and have a tendency to fade—an occasional good one is found 
in these waters, but not often. 

The most desirable shapes of pearls are round or ball, button or half-round, egg, capsule or ellipse, and to have a mar- 
ket value run in size from a turkey shot up—and no matter what the shape may be, they must be symmetrical, but the most 
important point is that of quality and luster. Dimples, sand grooves, lumps, dead bands, off colors or faded and lusterless 
skins detract very much from the value of the pearl. Odd shapes, no matter how fine the quality or brilliant they may be, are 
of little value. “Slugs,” “rosebuds,” “baroque,” “burr pearls,” etc., are names applied to irregular-shaped pearls not having a 
smooth, even surface, but a lumpy, knotty surface and any shape. One kind of pearl growth, being rough and lumpy, is at- 
tached to the shell and seems to grow on the shell like a wart—these have little or no value, but when left on the shell sell as 
specimens. 

Sometimes on account of an irregularity in shape or defect in the pearl it wears through the mantle in which it is 
formed and becomes attached to the shell, and frequently is covered over entirely with shell material—these may be removed 
by one who understands it, and occasionally a very fine pearl is found in this way. The same is true of slugs or baroques. 
Don’t attempt to work on a pearl or slug unless you know h w to do it, as it is very easy to spoil a fine pearl, and no amount 
of work can restore it after once ruined, even when one knows how—it is not always advisable to try improving the pearl 
as it may become worse. 

The pearl, like the diamond or any other precious stone, is a luxury, and not a necessity. Any serious defect in it 
greatly lessens its value. The great number of poor and defective fresh water pearls found and thrown on the market has 
a tendency to cheapen all fresh water pearls. 

The prices paid for pearls vary as to the value of the pearl, the experience of the buyer and the demand for different 
kinds of pearls. Don’t fall out with a buyer if he can’t pay you as much as you think you ought to get. Different buyers 
may want different kinds of pearls, and buyers’ judgments differ. Sometimes when a pearl is just found, all parties get 
excited and it is valued much higher than it should be. 

It is not necessary to wrap a pearl so much; a clean piece of paper with a little cotton is all right—poor pearls and slugs 
can be put in any kind of a box and carried without injury. Don’t send your poor, trashy stuff to a buyer in order to find 
out what kind of a buyer he is—it might be money in your pocket to throw it away and send him your good pieces at once— 
or, better yet, send him all, keeping each piece separate and numbering, so you can tell them apart.

Cuicago, Oct. 29.—-J. C. Foster, traveling 
salesman for the D. L. Auld Co., Colum- 
bus, O., left two sample grips in the Great 
Northern Hotel lobby one day this week 
to buy a cigar at the cigar counter, and 
when he returned for his grips found that 

they were gone. 

Later in the week the police arrested 
Frank Brown, of Seattle, Wash., at Racine, 
Wis., where he was found trying to dispose 
of the jewelry in a pawnbroker’s shop. He 
had already disposed of a small quantity. 

Browh was brought here and the jewelry 
was recovered. 


Racine, Wis., Oct. 26—George V. 
Brown, wanted. by the Chicago police for 
the theft of a satchel containing diamonds 
and jewelry, was arrested here Oct. 25 by 
Detective Charles Christianson. The stolen 
gems were all recovered, with the exception 
of $30 worth, which Brown declared he 
had pawned in a Well St. pawnshop at 
Milwaukee. 

The theft had been committed only the 
day before in the Great Northern Hotel 
at Chicago. James C. Foster, traveling 
salesman for a Columbus, O., jewelry 
house, reported that the satchel, containing 
samples, had been stolen. The police of 
the surrounding cities were notified at 
once, and a dragnet was set to catch the 
culprit.

When the 
police discovered in his room the satchel 
stolen in Chicago, Brown admitted the 
theft. 

Brown, who is about 30 years of age, 
claims to be a traveling salesman, hailing 
from Seattle. He said that he met Foster, 
the jewelry salesman, in the Chicago hotel, 
and, learning what a valuable consignment 
of jewelry he carried, followed Foster to 
his room and stole the satchel. 


Affairs of Richard O. Kandler, Chicago, 
Bankrupt, Appear to Be Involved. 
Cuicaco, Oct. 31.—The affairs of Richard 

O. Kandler, proprietor of the Jewelers’ 

School of Engraving, who filed a petition 

in bankruptcy with liabilities of over $27,- 

000, do not seem to improve as time passes. 
Kandler was arrested last week on com- 

plaint of Louis C. Selig, a clerk employed 

by Morris Bomasch, who alleges that Kand- 
ler gave him a check for $250 which was 
worthless. This check, with other checks 
aggregating $1,000, was given by Kandler 
in payment for some pledges which he re- 
deemed. The check came back,: marked 

“No funds.” Samuel Bomasch also holds 

a check for the amount of $500, and J. A. 

Levine holds a check for a like amount. 
Kandler will be examined on Thursday 

of tnis week. In addition to the restrain- 

ing orders issued by the court, as reported 
in THe JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY last 
week, the court also restrained Morris Bom- 
asch, Samuel Bomasch, Emil Borowsky and 
the Dennison Mfg. Co. from disposing of the 
pictures and jewelry seized by the latter 
concerns. The Dennison Mfg. Co. returned 





the picture which they took as security for 
their debt. 

It is claimed that Kandler for some time 
past has been in the habit of pawning large 
quantities of diamonds which he obtained 
from the trade here. At the present mo- 
ment the following pawnbrokers hold dia- 
monds on which they loaned the following 
amounts: U. S. Loan Bank, $4,000; C. P. 
Hirtenstein, $750; J. A. Levine, $6,000. 

Samuel Bomasch and Morris Bomasch 
also have large quantities of diamonds held 
as pledges. Morris Bomasch seems to have 
been doing the bulk of -he business with 
Kandler, and not until he is called on the 
stand will the extent of his dealings with 
Kandler be known, although Bomasch ac- 
knowledges he has been dealing with Kand- 
ler for the past 10 years. 


Chicago Police Seek Italian Charged 
with Larceny of Diamonds Worth 
$700. 


Cuicaco, Oct. 29.—A- warrant has been 
sworn out here for Frank Pope by H. 
Schwartz, diamond dealer in the Heyworth 
building, who charges Pope with larceny 
by bai-ee. 


Pope got about $700 worth of

diamonds from Mr. Schwartz on memoran- 
dum and disappeared. He also secured

The missing man is an Italian and has 
been dealing in diamonds and jewelry here 
for some time.

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Washington, D. C., Police Still Seeking 
Bogus Naval Officer Who Passed 
Worthless Checks. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 28.—The local 
detective bureau is asking the co-operation 
of all jewelers, pawnbrokers, their em- 
ployes and others connected with the jew- 
elry business in their efforts to apprehend 
the “worthless check operator”. who, as 
told in the last issue of THe JEWELERS 
CiRCULAR-WEEKLy, on Oct. 19 succeeded 
in swindling a jeweler of this city. The 
man poses as a lieutenant-commander of 
the United States Navy and gives the 
name of Henry Knowlson. He is fami ‘iar 
with naval matters, and is further de- 
scribed as follows: Thirty-eight to 45 years 
of age, 5 feet 10 inches in height, wetght 
about 180 pounds, dark, of healthy com- 
plexion, dark hair and eyes, small black 
mustache, soft drab hat, small light-colored 
society button in lapel of coat, is of neat 
appearance and a very smooth talker. 

The police on investigating the case have 
found that a man who gave the name of 
Adams, and who c'aimed to be connected 
with the Portland Cement Co., of this city, 
called at a lithograph company of Baltimore, 
Md., and requested that some samples of 
stock certificates and checks be shown him, 
as he contemplated having some made. The 
clerk now recalls that several times he had 
occasion to go to the rear of the office, 
leaving Adams in front of an open drawer 
in which was contained a number of speci- 
men cashier’s checks of the Powell Trust 
Co., Newport News, Va., and as it was one 
of these checks which was given in pay- 
ment for the ring in question, it is believed 
that “Adams” and “Knowlson” are one and 
the same. 

The stolen ring is described as follows: 
Lady’s three-stone diamond ring, set 
straight across, center stone weighing 
seven-eighths less 1-32 carat; total weight 
of the end stones, one and three-eighths 
carats less 1-32- scratch numbers on inside 
of band, 37078 and 3543. The stones are 
what are known as “Wesselton’s” stones, 
and the total value of the ring is $55. 

It is requested that immediate informa- 
tion be given to the police should the man 
endeavor to sell or pawn the ring in ques- 
tion. 

“Knowlson” also obtained by this same 
method Government bonds to the value of 


$3,200.

Three Men Suspected of Being ‘‘Penny- 
weight’’ Thieves Arrested § at 
Pittsburg, Pa. 


PittsspurG, Pa., Oct. 28—The Pittsburg 
police yesterday arrested three men who 
gave the names of Thomas Carroll, Dan- 
ville, Ill.; Frank Croker, New York, and 
John Hages, Philadelphia, who are allegea 
to be “pennyweight” swindlers. They were 
locked up in central police station and their 
records are being investigated by the police. 
The men were arrested as they came out 
of the jewelry store of R. Siedle & Son, 
Fifth Ave., and to which place they had 
been followed by the police. 

The men also visited the store of E. P. 
Roberts & Son, just across the streét, and 
the establishment of the W. J. John- 
ston Co., wholesale jewelers, in the Union 
National Bank building. They walked into 
the latter place, and, as the Irishmen say, 
“they walked right in and turned around 
and walked right out again.” Mr. John- 
ston, discussing the incident, jokingly re- 
marked that he guessed they did not like 
the looks of the place. Mr. Johnston did 
not like the looks of them either. 

The most damaging evidence held by the 
police against the men is a “layout” such 
as is used to fool jewelers which was found 
in their possession. It is said that all of 
the men have criminal records. They just 
admitted coming here from the east, and 
it is thought that they were the advance 
guard of a gang of “pennyweight” sharks 
who intended to operate in Pittsburg. 

Detective Ralph Richardson, who ar- 
rested the men, noticed them acting sus- 
piciously in Fifth Ave. and decided to 
watch them. One of the trio entered the 
store first and was later followed by the 
two other men. The man first in the store 
produced a ring which he said he desired 
to match, but Mr. Siedle was suspicious 
and asked the man to leave the setting and 
he would see if he could match it. This 
the man did not care to do. The man 
wanted to know if Mr. Siedle had a ring 
that would match his, and when the jew- 
eler produced a ring valued at nearly $400 
the man said that this was more than he 
wanted to pay. 

While the man was engaging the jeweler 
in conversation, Detective Richardson en- 
tered the store and listened to what was 
going on, and then went on the outside to 
wait for the men to come out. The men 
saw that they could not do much with Mr. 
Siedle—could not get an opportunity to do 
any “switching’”—and so they left the store 
in apparent disgust, and the detective 
“nabbed” them. 

Upon their arrival at the police station 
the men were searched and bogus rings 
were found in their possession. The pris- 
oners apparently were in hard luck, for the 
police say that none of them had sufficient 
money to buy a good meal, let alone buy a 
diamond ring. This fact at once laid their 
conduct open to grave suspicion. 

On account of the operations of “penny- 
weight” sharks in other sections of the 
country, the jewelers of Pittsburg have 
been keeping on their guard and read care- 
fully the warnings in THE JEWeLers’ Cir- 
CULAR-WEEKLY and the accounts of the 
tactics employed by these men. Mr, Siedle 
was suspicious as soon as the men entered, 


and knew at once from their actions that 
they were in his store for no good purpose. 

The men are at present charged with be- 
ing suspicious persons. They will not be 
arraigned for a hearing until some time 
next week. 








Thief Who Served Term for Robbing 
Boston Firm Brought to Newark, 
N. J., for Trial on Charge of 
Stealing Ring. 


Newark, Oct. 29.—Detective Harris, of 
police headquarters, and Detective-Sergeant 
Godfrey, of the prosecutor’s office, brought 
George E. Ryan from Boston, Mass., last 
Wednesday night on extradition papers to 
answer to a charge of the larceny of a val- 
uable ring from a local jeweler over a year 
ago. When arrested by the local detectives 
Ryan had just finished a year’s sentence in 
the House of Correction at Boston, for the 
attempted theft of about $2,000 worth of 
jewelry from Hodgson, Kennard & Co. in 
September of last year. 

On the day after his arrival in Newark, 
Ryan was arraigned before Judge Ten 
Eyck in the Essex County Court of Quar- 
ter Ses8ions charged with the larceny of a 
$250 ring from the retail jewelry store of 
George J. Busch, 57 Springfield Ave., in 
this city, Aug. 19, 1909. He pleaded not 
guilty to the charge and trial has been set 
for Wednesday, Nov. 23. 

It is claimed by Mr. Busch that on Aug. 
19, 1909, Ryan came into his store on 
Springfield Ave., and asked one of his em- 
ployes, Henry J. Witte, to look at diamond 
rings. Mr. Witte took a tray out of the 
case and showed him the rings in the tray. 
Ryan admired the rings, particularly one 
of them, but called attention to another 
tray in which were some rings which he 
wished to see. Mr. Witte placed the tray 
which they had been examining back in 
the case and started to get the other tray, 
which was at a little distance away, when 
Ryan was observed to reach over the show 
case and open the slide of the case. An 
outcry was made by Mr. Busch, but before 
anything could be dene Ryan had grabbed 
a diamond ring, valued at $250, and dashed 
from the store. 

A young man named William Rogers, 
who was employed in the store, grabbed the 
loaded revolver which is always kept hang- 
ing behind the counter and gave chase. 
Ryan, it is claimed, ran across Springtield 
Ave. and up Sterling St. with Rogers after 
him. Others also joined in the chase, and 
soon a crowd was following the thief. 
When the fleeing man saw that he was 
being pursued by a large crowd he sud- 
denly darted into an alley and after going 
through several yards and jumping a num- 
ber of fences finally succeeded in escaping 
into North Orange Ave. 

Nothing more was seen of him, but a 
few weeks later Mr. Busch read in the 
papers of the arrest in Boston of a young 
man who, in a similar manner, tried to 
steal some valuable rings from Hodgson, 
Kennard & Co., Inc., at State and Devon- 
shire Sts., Boston. The description given 
of the man was so nearly that of the man 
who had stolen the ring from him that the 
police were notified and communicated with 
the Boston police. A photograph which 
was sent to the Newark police by the po- 
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lice of Boston was identified by Mr. Busch, 
Mr. Witte and by members of other retail 
jewelry firms in Newark, who said that the 
young man had visited their stores and 
asked to look at rings. Mr. Witte then 
went to Boston and without being told who 
Ryan was went through the jail corridors 
and identified him as being the person who 
stole the ring from Mr. Busch’s store. 

Two rings were stolen from Hodgson, 
Kennard & Co., Boston. One of these was 
a three-stone diamond ring in a Tiffany 
setting, and was valued at $1,750. The 
other was a $350 opal ring. The first, it is 
said, was thrown away by Ryan as he 
tried to escape. The latter was recovered 
when he was arrested. The manner of his 
theft was almost identical with that of the 
man who stole the ring from Mr. Busch. 
When arrested in Boston Ryan said that 
he was from Philadelphia. He admitted 
that he had been arrested in New York at 
one time, but would not say more. The 
officers of both Boston and Newark believe 
that Ryan is a professional thief. They 
are not sure that Ryan is his own name, 
as he is also said to have an alias, Rogers. 

One of the principal witnesses against 
Ryan at the coming trial will be Mr. Witte, 
the clerk in Mr. Busch’s store who waited 
upon the man who stole the ring from the 
store a year ago last August, and whom 
Mr. Witte identified at the Boston jail as 
being Ryan. 

William Rogers, the young man who was 
in the store as a clerk at the time of the 
theft and who chased the thief with a 
revolver, would have been a strong witness 
against Ryan, but on Nov. 14, 1909, as he 
was trying out a boat on Newark Bay, 
which he thought of buying, he lost his 
balance, fell overboard and was drowned 
before assistance could reach him. 

Ryan was held at the request of the 
local authorities at the expiration of his 
term of imprisonment at Boston pending 
extradition. 








R. F. Armstrong Loses Preliminary 
Figth to Obtain Receiver for Brown 
& Armstrong (Inc.) Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


WasHIncTon, D. C., Oct. 26.—The case 
of Richard F. Armstrong, who was one 
of the incorporators of the Brown & Arm- 
strong Co., jewelers of this city, against 
that company, to have a receiver appointed 
to take charge of its business, was argued 
yesterday before Justice Stafford, holding 
Equity Court No. 1, on the demurrer which 
the company filed to the bill of complaint. 
Armstrong was beaten, the demurrer being 
sustained. 

Mr. Armstrong claimed in his bill that 
he was a subscriber to the stock of the 
corporation, and that the corporation had 
made a call upon him to pay the sub- 
scription, and that this gave him all the 
rights of a stockholder to demand _ in- 
spection of the records of the corporation 
and entitled him to file a bill asking for a 
receiver for the business of the company. 

The demurrer of the company denied the 
plaintiff's right to maintain the bill either 
as a subscriber or stockholder and further 
because there were no sufficient allegations 
in the bill of mismanagement. 

Justice Stafford sustained the demurrer.

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New England Jewelers Annual Meeting. 


Members of the N.E. M. J.and S.A. Hold Banquet, Elect Officers,.and Hear Many Interesting 
Addresses —Silver Testimonial Presented to Ex-president Harry Cutler. 











ProvipENcE, R. I., Oct. 29.—The annual 
corporation meeting of the New England 
Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Silversmiths’ 
Association was held this evening at Ma- 
sonic Hall, corner of Dorrance and Pine 
Sts., this city. Upwards of 150 members 
of the corporation from this city and the 
Attleboros were present, and the meeting 
was one of unusual interest and impor- 
tance. Industrial education was the princi- 
pal topic of discussion, and expert educa- 
tors familiar with this branch of work were 
among the speakers. 

The members began to gather at the hall 
shortly before 6 Pp. M., and after about half 
an hour’s social informality proceeded to 
the banquet hall, wher: the dinner was 
served, nearly two hours being thus en- 
joyed. The officers of the association, with 
the speakers, sat at the head table, Presi- 
dent George H. Holmes presiding. 

At the conclusion of the dinner the an- 
nual business meeting was held. After 
the reading of the records of the previous 
annual meeting by Secretary Frederick A. 
Ballou, the president asked the usual ques- 
tion, “Are there any errors or omissions?” 
and then, “Shall the records stand ap- 
proved?” Hearing no objections, and after 
announcing that the records as read were 
approved, President Holmes said: 

“You have seen fit to allow the approval 
of the records as read, of the last annual 
meeting. Had I been on the floor, know- 
ing what I do, I should have objected to 
the approval thereof. One of the last mat- 
ters of business transacted at the last an- 
nual meeting, as you will have noticed by 
the reading of the records, was the adop- 
tion of a resolution ‘that a suitable testi- 
monial be presented to the retiring presi- 
dent.’ Gentlemen, that duty has not yet 
been performed. While I feel that an ex- 
planation may be due to this association 
for this remission, I think that certainly an 
opology is due the man for whom that tes- 
timonial was intended, and,” turning to 
Past President Harry Cutler, “now ask 
him to accept my: ss 

Before President Holmes could complete 
the sentence, Mr. Cutler interrupted him 
with, “Cut it out; that’s all right.” 

Ignoring the interruption, President 
Holmes continued, saying, “Hand, and with 
it this token of our esteem and good fel- 
lowship,” at the same time handing Mr. 
Cutler a handsome solid silver pitcher on 
which was inscribed “Presented to Harry 
Cutler, President of the New England 
Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Silversmiths’ 
Association, 1908-09.” 

Mr. Cutler was taken completely by sur- 
prise, but managed to respond in a very 
hearty manner. Coming as it did at such 
a time in the evening’s festivities few of 
those present were prepared for the turn 
that matters took, and tae incident as a 
whole was the more enjoyable and im- 
pressive. 

The routine of business was then taken 
up, including reports from the various of- 
ficers and commitfees. These all reviewed 








the work that has been done during the 
year, and showed that the membership had 
been mainiained, and that notwithstanding 
the extraordinary expenses of the year the 
treasury has a comfortable balance on 
hand. In his annual address President 
Holmes made especial reference to the 56- 
hour law which went into effect the first 
of this year, and how the conditions of the 
jewelry industry have been changed by its 
operations. He said that very generally

the manufacturing jewelers, although the 
industry that was affected as much as any 
in the State, had recognized the law and 
had endeavored in every way to meet the 
requirements of the law. As the holiday 
season has approached the force of the 
provisions of the law are becoming more 
apparent, but throughout the trade there is 
the disposition and intention of meeting 
the demands andsof conforming strictly to 
the new order. 

Everett L. Spencer, chairman of the ad- 
visory council, made an interesting and 
exhaustive report of the meetings of that 
body, which, held every week at the head- 
quarters of the association in the Wilcox 
building, 42 Weybosset St., have been well 
attended, and that numerous’ important 
matters have been discussed as to their 
bearing upon the jewelry industry. These 
included the 56-hour law, the considcration 
of the corporation tax law, excessive 
freight rates, industrial education and other 
subjects. 

Following the reading of the reports the 
advisory council presented the new by- 
laws, which have been under considera- 
tion by a special committee, and later by 
the advisory council, for several weeks, for 
the action of the association. As they 
were recommended by the council, few 
changes were made, following which they 
were favorablly acted upon. The changes 
made were in many instances of a technical 
nature, the mist important being in refer- 
ence to the administrative department. 
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The report of the executive committee, 
made through Harry M. Mays, confined its 
considerations to the success which attended 
the annual banquet in Infantry Hall last 
February, at which Président Taft was 
present, and of the Summer outing. 


The following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: President, George H. 
Holmes, Providence; vice-presidents, The- 
odore W. Foster, Providence, Harold E. 
Sweet, Attleboro, and Charles T. Paye, 
North Attleboro; treasurer, Wade W. Will- 
iams, Providence; secretary, Frederick A. 
-Ballou, Providence. Directors, William P. 
Chapin, Frank B. Reynolds, Harry M. 
Mays, Arthur O. Ostby, Alfred K. Potter, 
Edward B. Hough, all of Providence; 
Ralph C. Thompson, Attleboro; Walter B. 
Ballou, North Attleboro; William _ T. 
Chase, Providence; William H. Bell, At- 
tleboro Falls, and Samuel M. Einstein, At- 
tleboro. 

This list of officers is practically the 
same as that of last year, the only change 
being in the list of directors, Thomas S. 
Carpenter, Attleboro, being dropped off at 
his own request, and two additional names 
appearing by reason of the change in the 
by-laws. After the election, President 
Holmes announced the appointment of 
Ralph S. Hamilton and George H. Ca- 
hoone, both of this city as an auditing com- 
mittee. Heretofore it has been customary 
for the president to appoint an advisory 
council of 25 members in addition to. the 
elective officers of the association, on the 
night of his election, but under the provi- 
sions of the new by-laws the president is 
allowed 10 days in which to do this, and 
within that time the new council will be 
announced. 

After the transaction of the business, 
Russell C. Lowell, who is in charge of the 
co-operative industrial course at the Tech- 
nical High School, recently adopted by the 
Providence school committee, was intro- 
duced and addressed the members upon 
the work that is now being done in his 
department, what the course represents, 
what is being done in other parts of this 
and other countries in respect to industrial 
training, and gave a very clear explanation 
of what the school is trying to do for the 
young men of this city in the way of an 
industrial training. 

Mr. Lowell pointed out that under the 
particular form of co-operative industrial 
education now in force in this city there 
was in the end to be a mutual advantage 
to the employers. At the present time this 
plan, which is commonly known among 
educators as the Fitchburg plan, provides 
that all the manufacturing concerns which 
enter into the agreement with the school 
committee take the boys in pairs into their 
shops as apprentices, while the boys in the 
school follow the same line of work re- 
ceiving the theoretical knowledge which 
they put into practice in their shop train- 
ing. 

The speaker said that he believed the 
plan, which has been commenced here un- 
der the conditions laid down in the form 
of agreement adopted has in it great prom- 
ise, and that it can be justified as a meas- 
ure of public education, free from the ob- 
jections which have been urged against 
somewhat similar undertakings elsewhere, 
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since every effort has been made to safe- 

guard the interests of the public at every 

point. Mr. Lowell concluded by sugges- 
tions for the application of the course to 
the jewelry industry. 

Augustus S. Rose, head of the jewelry 
and silversmithing department of the 
Rhode Island School of Design, outlined 
the character of the work that is being 
done in that institution in connection with 
designing for jewelry and in engraving and 
chasing as well as die cutting. He spoke 
of the interest that has been manifested in 
the past by the association in the jewelry 
designing department of the school, of the 
scholarships that have been given by the 
manufacturing jewelers of the city, and of 
the numerous awards made by the associa- 
tion for designs. He told of the develop- 
ment of the department and how many 
students were at present enrolled in the 
several branches and classes of the depart- 
ment, and pointed out the great benefits 
accruing to the industry through the train- 
ing received at the institution which he 
represented. 

[he last speaker of the evening was 
William J. H. Boetcker, secretary of the 
Citizens’ Industrial Association of Toledo, 
O., who spoke on the subject ‘Problems 
of Life,” in which he outlined the tendency 
that is being manifested in many lines of 
manufacture throughout the country on the 
part of employers for the betterment, com- 
fort and uplifting of the employes. He 
made many practical suggestions, and his 
arguments were followed closely by the 
auditors, who, after the meeting had ad- 
journed, crowded about the speaker and 
plied him with questions until it was time 
for his departure to catch the midnight 
train for New York. 

As a whole, the meeting was considered 
by the officers and members of the associa- 
tion one of far more interest than has 
usually attended the annual corporation 
meetings, the addresses being of a practical 
nature, while the reports of the officers and 
committees were very encouraging. The 
arrangements for the meeting were in the 
hands of the executive committee, consist- 
ing of Harry M. Mays, Ralph C. Thompson 
and Edward B. Hough. 





Cincinnati Retail Jewelers Hold En- 
joyable Smoker and Reception. 


Crnctinnati, O., Oct. 29.—A_ reception 
and smoker was given last night under the 
auspices of the Cincinnati Retail Jewelers’ 
\ssociation at Central Turner Hall. There 
was a large number of retail jewelers from 
Cincinnati and near-by towns present who 
participated in the affair. Anthony Schemel, 
president of the association, presided. 
Speakers of the evening included Steele F. 
Roberts, Pittsburg, who is the president 
f the American National Retail Jewelers’ 
Association; J. R. Stebbins, of the Na- 
tional Assoctation, and Charles W. Ratter- 
man, of Cincinnati, whose speeches all had 
a bearing on the general welfare of the 
Iccal association. 

The committee in charge consisted of the 
local president, Anthony Schemel, Louis 
C. Eisensmith and Charles W. Ratterman. 
The affair was most gomplete in every re- 
spect, and greatly enjoyed by all present. 


Death of William Black. 

The funeral of William Black, who was 
at one time in the jewelry business in the 
South, but who during the latter years of 
his life was a manufacturer of cigar boxes 
in New York, was held from his late resi- 
dence, 200 W. 113th St., New York, last 
Thursday. Mr. Black died of tuberculosis 
after an illness of some years. He had 
been unable to attend to his business in 
the last two years. 

William Black was born May 22, 1852, in 
Hungary and came to this country when 
about 22 years old. He had learned the 
watchmaking business abroad and found 
employment when he reached New York. 
Later he went south and located at Bir- 
mingham, Ala., where he became a member 
of the firm of Gluck & Black. This part- 
nership was later dissolved and Mr. Black 
continued the business alone for a time. 

In 1899 he moved to Montgomery, Ala., 
where he remained in business until he 
came to New York, when he quit the jew- 
elry business. 

Deceased is survived by his widow and 
two sons, Eugene and Alfred.

Health of Jewelry Employes in the 
Factories at the Attleboros Un- 
usually Good. 

NortH ATTLEBORO, Mass., Oct. 29.—Dr. 
Elliott Washburn, of Taunton, State in- 
spector of health in the second health dis- 
trict, which includes the towns of Attle- 
boro, North Attleboro and Plainville, was 
one of the witnesses examined at the State 
House on Friday afternoon by the special 
committee appointed by Governor Eben 
Draper in accordance with the special act 
passed by the last legislature to investigate 
the Massachusetts system of factory, work- 
shop and health inspection to determine 
whether it is as efficient as it should be. 

Dr. Washburn testified that there were 
120 jewelry factories in his district, and 
that the health conditions in these factories 
were usually very good; occasionally a 
manufacturer is found who js a little back- 
ward in improving sanitary ‘conditions, but 
usually they take the right view of the 
matter when it is pointed out to them. He 
stated that there were between 3,500 and 
4,00) minors under the age of 18 years em- 
ployed in his district, largely in the jewelry 
factories of North Attleboro and Attle- 
boro. The health of these employes was 
found to be unusually good.

Deceased is survived by a widow, 
two brothers and three sisters. 

Attleoro Jewelers Affected by Express- 
men’s Strike—Difficulties Re- 
ported in Shipping Goods. 

NortH ATTLEBORO, Mass., Oct. 29.—The 
manufacturing jewelers of the Attleboros 
are experiencing some difficulty in their 
shipments to New York, owing to the tie- 
up caused by the strike of the expressmen 
in that city. It is said that the shipments 
sent cut the middle of last week were de- 
livered in Maiden Lane and Broadway dis- 
tricts only five hours late, which was con- 
sidered very good. Since then, however, 
the tieup has been more complete. 

One local manufacturer who js anxious 
to have his goods reach the consumer has 
found it advisable to buy tickets to New 
York and ship his jewelry to that city as 
baggage. 

The manufacturers hope that the trouble 
will be settled in a few days. 
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Career of the Late George Haller. 

ANN Arpor, Mich., Oct. 26.—The funeral 
of the late George Haller, which was held 
from his late home Oct. 19, was attended 
by many prominent men who had been 
life long friends of the deceased. Mr. 
Haller’s death was a great loss to the com- 
munity and he will be greatly missed. Since 
his death many appreciations have ap- 
peared in local newspapers. The obituary 
published in THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR- 
WeEEKLy Oct. 14, has since been supple- 
mented by a sketch of his career by one 
of Mr. Haller’s friends and was published 
in the Ann Arbor Daily Times News. 


This tribute to the dead man shows con- 
clusively the popularity he had won by his 
innate 


refinement and breadth of char-

acter. His home town of Ann Arbor will 
be Mr. Haller’s chief mourner, as is evi- 
denced by the tributes paid the deceased, 
both verbally and through the press. 

In a sketch of his career, S. W. Beakes, 
a life long friend of the dead man, re- 
marks in a recent article: 

George Haller was born in Schwennin- 
gen, Wuertemberg, Germany, Nov. 19, 
1846, and died in Ann Arbor, Oct. 16, 1910. 
His grandfather, whose name was also 
George, was a pioneer clockmaker in 
Schwenningen and was one of the first 
<lockmakers to start manufacturing clocks 
with a number of men. His father and 
two of his uncles followed the same busi- 
ness and descendants of the uncles still 
have responsible positions in large clock 
factories in Germany. These men were 
thoroughly skilled mechanics and possessed 
of inventive genius. For instance, at the 
first world’s exposition in London in 1852, 
Mr. Haller’s father and uncle were 
awarded a prize for a clock which rang an 
alarm in the morning, lighted a lamp and 
started the coffee boiling. 

In 1858 Jacob Haller, the father of the 
subject of this sketch, came to Ann Arbor 
and opened a jewelry store. George Hal- 
ler remained with the family in Germany, 
where he obtained a fine school as well as 
a thorough horelogical education. In 1864 
te came to this country and joined his 








father in Cleveland, O. After a year they 
returned to Ann Arbor, where George 
Haller assisted his father in the business 
of which he afterwards assumed control 
and in which he is now succeeded by his 
son, H. Walter Haller. His _ technical 
knowledge was thorough and he _ was 
called upon to repair or put in order the 
most delicate scientific instruments. For 
a time he ran a horological school and 
many of the jewelers of Michigan learned 
the trade under him. He kept up with 
the scientific journals and more than 15 
years ago he made a model of an airship 
combining. an aeroplane with a_ balloon, 
which only lack of time caused by close 
application to business kept him from fully 
completing. 

For 25 years he was assistant superin- 
tendent of the Sunday school of Zion 
Church and he taught many of the con- 
firmation classes. Often when the min- 
ister was absent he took his place. He 
went through the various chairs of Odd 
Fellowship, and belonged to a number of 
German organizations. While his German 
was pure, his command of English was 
such that those who did not know would 
have said that it was his native tongue. 

Unselfish to a high degree he was in- 
terested in all movements for uplifting 
mankind and took an interest in public 
affairs, although never putting himself 
forward and never seeking public position. 

Mr. Haller was married in 1873 to Miss 
Mary Krause, who died April 1, 1904. He 
is survived by four children, George J. 
Haller, of Detroit, Mrs. Conrad Georg, 
Jr., Miss Crisse H. Haller and H. Walter 
Haller, of this city, and also by two sisters, 
Miss Christine Haller and Mrs. Ottmar 
Eberbach, and a brother, Martin Haller, 
all of this city. 








Salesman’s Case of Jewelry Disappears 
from Newburgh Railroad Station, 
but is Later Recovered Intact. 

E. S. Katz, a salesman for Langrock 
Bros,. 41 Union Sq., New York, spent a 
very uncomfortable night Oct. 25 in New- 
burgh, N. Y., when a case containing $1,800 
worth of jewelry digappeared from the 
West Shore Railroad ‘station in that city. 
The case was ultimately recovered. 

Mr. Katz spent Monday, Oct. 24, in Mid- 
dletown, and came to Newburgh Tuesday 
morning. The salesman had checked three 
pieces of baggage, one of which was a grip, 
the other fwo being cases containing trays 
of jewelry. Not wishing to carry all three, 
he claimed the grip and one of the cases 
at the depot, permitting the other to remain 
in the baggage room. When he completed 
his tour in Newburgh Tuesday night he 
decided to go to Fishkill, and went to the 
West Shore station, where he presented his 
check for the third case. To the consterna- 
tion of everyone about the depot, especially 
the baggagemaster, the case was nowhere 
to be found. 

The case was of black leather with a 
strap about it and contained 10 trays of 
jewelry, all of solid gold. One tray con- 
tained signet rings, three were filled with 
watch fobs, four and one-half trays with 
brooch and belt pins and one and one-half 
trays with pendants. 

After a thorough search everyone about 
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the station was questioned, but no one could 
shed any light on the strange disappear- 
ance. The baggagemaster admitted that the 
case had been left at the station, and said 
he recalled carrying it into the baggage 
room. and where he placed it, but he had 
no recollection of it thereafter. Police 
headquarters were notified and a detective 
was put on the trail. 

The police began a systematic search, but 
there was not the slightest clue to aid them 
The presumption was that a sneak thief had 
sized up Katz for a jewelry salesman and 
watched for an opportunity to get the case 
and make away with it. After Detective 
Hillman had searched vainly for a clue and 
Katz had spent several hours in mental 
anguish, to the intense relief of everyone a 
driver of the Western Transfer Co. wa!ked 
into the baggage room carrying the missing 
case. 

The error had happened in this way: 
The expressman had a number of checks 
for Fishkill, the tickets including one which 
was numbered 156,174; that of the jewelry 
salesman’s check was numbered 156,171. 
When the baggage man looked at the check 
he held it in his hand in such a manner that 
his thumb covered part of the figure 4, leav- 
ing visible only that part of the figure show- 
ing the initial stroke which looked to him 
like a 1. Without a careful scrutiny of the 
check he picked up the jewelry salesman’s 
case and carried it away with him, suppos- 
ing it was the one he was after. When the 
driver arrived jn Fishkill the man for whom 
the case was intended saw his mistake, and 
the driver took the case to his home and 
kept it there for the night and brought it 
back to Newburgh the next morning, with- 
out the slightest knowledge of what the case 
contained. 

I.. L. Langrock, a member of the firm to 
which the jewelry belonged, when seen by 
THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY reporter, 
had not neard of the incident, but said that 
the salesman was expected in New York 
last Saturday evening. When Mr. Katz 
arrived he verified the report, stating that 
it was one of the most uncomfortable nights 
he had ever spent in his life. Langrock 
Bros. make a specialty of college jewelry 
and have a factory at Second Ave. and 
22d St. 





Wm. E. Cross, Amsterdam, N. Y., Goes 
Into Voluntary Bankruptcy. 

Utica, Oct. 28.—William E. Cross, jew- 
eler at Amsterdam, N. Y., filed a petition 
in voluntary bankruptcy in the United 
States District Court yesterday, his sched- 
ules showing liabilities of $1,310, all unse- 
cured, and no assets except those which 
Cross claims are exempt under the bank- 
ruptcy laws. Cross’s petition has been re- 
ferred to Referee Fish at Fonda to call a 
meeting of the creditors. 

The creditors include A. Sternau & Co., 
$28; N. H. White & Co., $40; Strobell & 
Crane, $316; T. B. Bynner Estate, $3; 
Spencer Optical Co., $96; Edward Zellenka, 
$117; Gorham Mfg. Co., $188; Simpson, 
Hall, Miller & Co., $130. 


W. H. Harris, a watchmaker of Haver- 
hill, Mass., has moved his place of busi- 
ness to 6 Charles St. 
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U. S. Court Hands Down a Sweeping 
Injunction Against S. F. Myers 
Sons’ Co., and Orders It to 
Change Its Name. 


An order was entered in the United States 
Circuit Court, New York, last Wednesday, 
by Judge Holt in the case of Arthur W. Tut- 
tle, doing business under the name of the 
S. F. Myers Co., against the S. F. Myers 
Sons’ Co., which follows his decision in 
this case, the publication of which appeared 
in the JEWELERS’ CrRCULAR-WEEKLY at the 
time. 

Mr. Tuttle, who purchased the good-will 
of the S. F. Myers Co. from the trustee in 
bankruptcy, and is now conducting busi- 
ness under that name at 51 Maiden Lane, 
New York, recently brought an action 
against the S. F. Myers Sons’ Co. to re- 
strain that concern from doing business 
under the name it had adopted, and from 
in any way interfering with the good will 
of the S. F. Myers Co. 

The order of the court, handed down 

Wednesday, reads: 
_ Ordered, that the defendant, S. F, Myers Sons’ 
Co., be and hereby is temporarily enjoined and 
restrained from interfering with the good-will, 
trade name and trade marks of S. F. Myers Co. 
purchased by the complainant herein from the 
trustee in bankruptcy of said S. F. Myers Co 
and from in any manner making use of the cus- 
tomers and mailing lists of the bankrupt S. F. 
Myers Co., purchased by the complainant herein, 
and from in any manner soliciting custom and 
trade from the persons whose names appear upon 
said customers and mailing lists, or from doing 
business with said persons as a result of such 
solicitation and from in any manner circularizing 
or endeavoring to reach through the mails or 
otherwise the persons whose names appear upon 
said lists, ard it is further 

Ordered, that the said S. F. Myers Sons’ Co. 
be and hereby is restrained from makirg use of 
the catalogues formerly used by S. F. Myers Co. 
and now owned by the complainant herein and 
from in any manner soliciting orders in con- 
nection therewith, and it is further 

Ordered, that the said S. F. Myers Sons’ Co. 
be and hereby is enjoined and restrained from 
simulating the letterheads, trade mame, trade 
marks, billheads, catalogues or other forms of sta- 
tionery formerly used by S. F. Myers Co. and 
from in any manner representing itself as the 
S. F. Myers Co. or as a successor thereof, and 
it is further 

Ordered, that the S. F. Myers Sons’ Co. be 
and it hereby is directed to change its name 
from said S. F. Myers Sons’ Co. to some other 
name which is not similar thereto nor similar 
to S. F. Myers Co., or that the said S. F. 
Myers Sons’ Co. remove its place of business 
within 30 days from 47-49 Maiden Lane, in the 
Borough of Manhattan, City of New York, and 
be enjoined from engaging in business at said 
place or in the immediate vt%atty thereof, and 
be further enjoined from exhibiting or displaying 
its said name in or about said premises, and it 
is further 

Ordered, that the said S. F. Myers Sons’ Co., 
Jerome Myers, Leonard Myers, Irving Myers, 
and the agents, officers and stockholders of said 
corporation and all persons heretofore connected 
with S. F. Myers Co., and the stockholders, offi- 
cers and agents of S. F. Myers Co. be and they 
hereby are enjoined and restrained from in any 
manner doing business which would damage or 
impair the good-will of the business formerly 
conducted by the said bankrupt S. F. Myers Co. 
and heretofore purchased by the complainant, 
and from in any manner doing or being per- 
mitted to be done any act or acts which would 
induce or tend to induce the putic to believe 
that the business conducted by S. F. Myers Co. 
is not now conducted by the complainant herein 
or which would naturally tend in any respect to 
damage or impair the good-will purchased by the 
complainant, and it is further 

Ordered, that S. F. Myers Sons’ Co. be and 
it hereby is directed to turn over to the com- 
plainant herein all ogders for merchandise on 
the order blanks of S. F. Myers Co. or directed 
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on said order to S. F. Myers or to S. F. Myers 
Co., and be further directed to turn over to 
the complainant all moneys or checks for moneys 
received hereafter in’ connection with such orders 
so addressed to S. F. Myers or to S. F. Myers 
Co., and it is further 

Ordered, that the defendant S. F. Myers Sons’ 
Co. be and it hereby is enjoined from doing any 
act or acts which shall be in appearance an 
imitation or a false representation of the use 
of its corporate name or which would in any 
manner be liable to deceive the public and enable 
the parties herein enjoined to pass off their goods 
as those of the complainant or cause the public 
to deal with the defendant and when they believe 
they are dealing with the complainant, or which 
shall in any manner cause the public at large or 
the customers to discriminate against the com- 
plainant in favor of the defenant, and it is 
further 

Ordered, that the defendant herein shall not 
do any act or thing directly or indirectly whereby 
said act will result in creating an unfair compe- 
tition in business against the complainant and in 
favor of the defendant, and it is further 

Ordered, that the defendant and complainant 
shall have leave at any time for the purpose of 
enlarging, modifying or enforcing this order until 
further order of the Court. 


Elbert C. Ferguson, of Ferguson & 
Goodman, Chicago, assisted by Martin 
Charles Ansorge, New York, conducted the 
case 1n behalf of Mr. Tuttle. 

Samuel J. Siegel is representing the in- 
terest» of the S. F. Myers Sons’ Co. 

Another suit was started about the same 
time, in which the bankrupt corporation, Ss. 
F. Myers Co., asked that Arthur W. Tuttle 
be enjoined from doing business under 
its name, It was set forth that it intends 
to go back into business. 

Samuel J. Siegel, attorney for the S. F. 
Myers Co., in speaking about the decision 
of the court, said: “The Circuit Court re- 
fused to pass on the legal proposition 
whether Mr. Tuttle should be restrained 
from doing business under the name of 
S. F. Myers Co. without indicating to the 
public that he is doing business as the suc- 
cessor to the said S. F. Myers Co., on the 
ground that it is time enough to pass upon 
this question when the S. F. Myers Co. 
obtains its discharge in bankruptcy.” 

A petition has been filed by the bank- 
rupt concern, S. F. Myers Co., praying 
for a discharge in bankruptcy, and the pe- 
tition will be heard Nov. 28. Should a 
discharge in bankruptcy ,be granted, the 
matter of the bankrupt concern resuming 
business under its old name will then be 
a matter for the court to decide. 








Post Office Officials Arrest Two Men 
Charged with Swindling Jewelers 
on C. O. D. Orders. 


Cuariotte, N. C., Oct. 27.—The post- 
office authorities of Washington, D. C., to- 
day caused the arrest of J. W. Napier and 
William P. Duke on the charge of operating 
a diamond swindling game. 

Upon his arrest Duke collapsed and 
turned State’s evidence, and unfolded the 
operations of himself and Napier. 

Briefly the scheme was to order goods 
from various jewelry firms, requesting that 
they be sent by express, and collection made 
on delivery, subject to examination. For 
this purpose one John Parrish, a coun- 
try boy, was used as a decoy. The dia- 
monds were ordered sent to him, and upon 
their arrival Duke would appear and, claim- 
ing to be a jeweler, proceed to carefully ex- 
amine them. He would then return them

to the express clerk for shipment to the 
firm from whom ordered, with the excuse 
that the stones contained flaws, but be- 
fore doing so he would substitute a white 
sapphire for a real diamond. 

‘Lhe imitation stones were supplied by a 
Terre Haute, Ind., firm, and the only vic- 
tims of the operations of these men so far 
disclosed are Daniel Lowe & Co., Salem, 
Mass, 

The investigation was conducted by In- 
spector Bulla, of Washington, and the men 
have been bound over for trial in the Fed- 
eral Court. 








Former Attaché of German Consulate 
at Bangkok Sentenced for Burglary. 


Los ANGELES, Oct. 26.—The fact that 
Peter Vorrath, aged 28, was a former at- 
taché of the German consulate at Bangkok, 
Siam, and the master of many languages 
did not save him from a 15-years’ term in 
Folsom prison in the Superior Court. 

Vorrath, with his side partner, Harry 
J. Nau, who was shown to be the less of- 
fender of the two, entered the store of 
Shapiro, on N. Main St., on the morning 
of Aug. 3 last, tied up K. I. Pearlson and 
looted the place of about $800 worth of 
plunder, including $365 in cash. Vorrath 
was captured in this city some days later. 
Nau was picked up by the Chicago police 
as soon as he stepped from the overlane 
train a week later. 

In view of the fact that the pair were 
not armed when they entered the store, 
both escaped with lighter sentences than 
they would otherwise have received, Nau 
being given a three years’ term, as it was 
shown that he was the victim of the 
smooth talk of Vorrath, who is a typical 
inhabitant of the Malay Peninsula both in 
features and language. 

Vorrath came to this country, according 
to his testimony, in 1900, during the Buf- 
falo Exposition, being attached to the Siam 
exhibit at that show. He afterward drifted 
west, at that time being unable to speak 
much English. In 1901, while working on 
a farm in Illinois, he was found guilty of 
horse stealing and sent to Joliet, where he 
served seven months. He asserts that he 
ras pardoned at the end of that time, it 
appearing that he was not guilty. Later 
he was fined for carrying concealed 
weapons in El Paso. He confessed that 
he put up the job that resulted in the rob- 
bery of the Shapiro place, and induced Nau 
to enter into the conspiracy with him. His. 
only excuse was that he needed the money. 

Letters were shown the court, indicating 
that some years ago Vorrath had held re- 
sponsible positions in the diplomatic serv- 
ice of Germany in the far east, in posts of 
under secretary, attaché and the like. At 
the time he engaged in the Shapiro steal 
Vorrath was washing dishes at a local 
restaurant. 





A man walked up to Patrolman Sperlich, 
Mount Clemens, Mich., recently, handed’ 
him a quantity of jewelry, and told him 
he had robbed. a jewelry store. Investiga- 
tion revealed that the man had forced an 
entrance into the jewelry store of Switzer 
Bros. The police are inclined to believe 
that the job is the work of a tramp looking. 
for a Winter’s lodging.

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Strike of the Employes of the Express 
Companies Causes Serious Incon- 
venience to the Jewelry Trade 
in New York. 


The strike of the expressmen which 
started in Jersey City recently and which 
spread from there to New York and 
Brooklyn, involving all of the large express 
companies and a large number of the 
smaller local delivery companies, has caused 
a great deal of inconvenience and confu- 
sion to the jewelry trade in this city. The 
strike, coming at this time, is particularly 
harmful to the jewelry business because of 
the large amount of express matter which 
is being handled between jewelry manu- 
facturers and their New York representa- 
tives and between jobbers and retailers in 
this city and their customers in other parts 
of the country preparatory for the holiday 
trade. 

The effect of the strike began to be felt 
early last week in the Maiden Lane district, 
and in the next few days the receipt of 
express packages was practically at a stand- 
still. Last Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
the condition became so menacing that the 
Jewelers Board of Trade, foreseeing a 
complete tie-up, took up the matter of do- 
ing everything possible to remedy the con- 
ditions as affecting the jewelry trade. 
Through its president, M. D. Rothschild, 
the question of non-delivery of packages 
was taken up with the United States Ex- 
press Co. and the Adams Express Co., and 
Mr. Rothschild was advised by the United 
States Express Co. that the company is 
sending out a postal card which reads as 
follows: “We have on hand at above ad- 
dress a shipment consigned to you. De- 
livery at your office is delayed by violence 
of strikers. Same will be delivered at this 
office to you or on your order.” 

The treasurer of the United States Ex- 
press Co. wrote the Board to the effect that 
he would suggest a written order be given 
to messengers, and that the packages will 
be delivered by the express company, after 
the order has been confirmed by telephone 
or otherwise, with as little delay as pos- 
sible. 

The Board of Trade also negotiated with 
the Adams Express Co. and other com- 
panies in the hope of having them make the 
same arrangements as has the United States 
Express Co. The Adams Express Co. ad- 
vised President Rothschild that express 
packages from the west and south could be 
obtained at Pier D, Jersey City, and that 
packages from the east and north could be 
obtained from 48th St. and Madison Ave., 
New York. 

Friday morning there were only a few 
express wagons along Maiden Lane, and at 
about the noon hour a crowd of over 100 
strikers came down Maiden Lane and 
through the district looking for wagons 
which were being driven by strike-breakers 
and trying to get those who were not al- 
ready on strike to leave their wagons. The 
strikers interviewed the men on the two 
wagons in Maiden Lane at the time, and 
when assured that they would stop work 
after they had finished their deliveries, they 
turned into William St. and proceeded up- 

‘town until they geached Fulton St. There 
they met a wagon belonging to the Wells- 


Fargo concern driven by strike-breakers, 
and a lively scene ensued similar to numer- 
ous others which have been enacted in 
various parts of the city during the past 
week. The police finally came to the rescue, 
drove away the strikers and escorted the 
wagon on its trip. 

It was not until Saturday that the Adams 
Express Co. made an attempt to deliver 
packages in the Maiden Lane district, and 
then a small wagon was sent out heavily 
manned and under police escort. The wagon 
reached the Maiden Lane district safely and 
under the protection of the police the pack- 
ages were delivered. A large crowd sur- 
rounded the wagon most of the time, and 
had any opportunity been afforded there 
would doubtless have been an outbreak. 


Manufacturers and jobbers have both 
been complaining because of the non-de- 
livery or acceptance of express packages, 
and complaints have been received by the 
Jewelers Beard of Trade from those who 
are anxious to have everything possible done 
to remedy the situation. According to one 
of the police officials, express wagons con- 
taining jewelry or money will be given po- 
lice protection during delivery, but this 
could not be promised for all the wagons. 

The expressmen claim that they are con- 
tent to labor 11 hours a day at a kind of 
work which requires both strength and skill, 
but say that the drivers and helpers fre- 
quently are compelled to, work 14 to 16 hours 
during the day, and for extra time they ask 
for extra pay at the rate of 25 cents per 
hour. Their demand for increased wages 
recognizes $65 monthly as a maximum. 
They ask an increase of $5 a month for all 
drivers or helpers who are working for less 
than that amount. 

Monday afternoon the situation was 
somewhat relieved by the delivery of some 
of the express which was overdue, but the 
service up to the time of going to press was 
still greatly hampered. 








Death of D. P. Blake. 

FRANKForD, Ind., Oct. 26—D. P. Blake, 
a prominent jeweler of this town, died at 
his home, 608 Gentry St, Wednesday, Oct. 
19, after a lingering illness, due to stomach 
trouble. While Mr. Blake had been in bad 
health of late, his death came as a shock to 
his family and many friends. 

Mr. Blake was born in Farmington, Me., 
81 years ago, and came to Frankford in 
1874. The day after his arrival here he 
started in the jewelry business, and con- 
tinued it for many years, later forming the 
firm of Blake & Ham. He retired from ac- 
tive work some years ago, and had since 
lived quietly at his home. Just before re- 
tiring the business was bought out by his 
partner, Charles Ham, who has continued 
the business since. 

Deceased was a charter member of the 
Knights of Pythias and also belonged to 
the I, O. O. F., in both of which orders he 
took an active part. He is survived by his 
widow. 


A young man who passed a bogus 
check on B. Grennan, a Hornell, N. Y., 
jeweler recently, was allowed to plead 
guilty to petit larceny and was released on 
payment of $150 fine. 
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Tiffany & Co., New York, Lose Suit 
Brought Against Mrs. Emma 
Sully to Recover $5,929. 

Emma Sully, wife of Daniel J. Sully, a 
cotton dealer, won a legal victory against 
Tiffany & Co., New York, Friday, when 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court affirmed a verdict in her favor, re- 
turned in trial term of the Supreme Court, 
in a suit against her by Tiffany & Co. to 
recover $6,929.50. The court also affirmed 
a judgment awarding to Mrs. Sully $108 
costs. 

Mr. Sully failed on April 18, 1904, and 
the account on which Tiffany & Co. sued 
Mrs. Sully was for goods sold and deliv- 
ered to her between March 19, 1904, and 
December 9, 1904. The complaint claimed 
that the articles specified were sold to her. 
Mrs. Sully denied that she had an individ- 
ual account with the plaintiff. 

Among the articles sued on were a bronze 
bust, $40; serving tray, $145; jewel box, 
$91; two powder boxes, $26; button hook, 
$3; two dozen wine glasses, $1,215; six 
hand painted portrait plates, $225, and six 
Russian silver goblets, $425. 

Mr. Sully testified that prio: to his fail- 
ure, in 1904, he had an account with the 
firm and that in the Fall of 1903 the firm’s 
collector brought him two bills, one for 
Mrs. Sully and one for himself. He said 
he ordered Mrs. Sully’s bill transferred to 
his account and told the collector that if 
his credit was good for his own account 
it was good for his wife’s. He said that a 
month before his failure he was trying to 
select a birthday present for his wife and 
the firm wanted him to buy several pieces 
of jewelry, worth about $5,000, and he 
took them on condition that he could have 
thirty days’ time. 

Mrs. Sully testified that in 1903 or 1904 
she had articles charged to herself, but 
never formally opened an account. “At 
one time I went through the unpleasant 
experience of having credit refused me at 
Tiffany & Co.’s,” she said. “This experi- 
ence was about the last of February, 1904, 
I had ordered a birthday gift consisting 
of two rings for Mr. Sully and a cigar case, 
and when I asked to have them charged to 
me the gentleman said Mr. Sully had re- 
quested that there should not be two ac- 
counts. The charge. was to be to him and 
my charge was eliminated.” 

Mrs. Sully said she was in Tiffany’s the 
day her husband failed and didn’t know 
he had failed at the time. She said that 
jewelry worth about $70,000 which she had 
owned was reurned to Tiffany to be held 
pending the adjustment of her husband’s 
account with the firm and that she had no 
opportunity to prevent such action. The 
jewelry was merely pledged with the firm, 
she said, and her husband had the option 
to repurchase the jewelry within a speci- 
fied time. She denied that she had ever 
said she was willing to have the jewelry 
pledged, because “under the circumstances 
I would not care to wear the jewelry until 
Mr. Sully was out of his difficulty.” 

The testimony showed that this jewelry 
was part of certain collaterals delivered 
by Sully to insure the payment of a per- 
centage of his indebtedness of $110,000 to 
Tiffany & Co. He had one year in which 
to buy back the property

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Two Trays of Diamond Rings Stolen 
from Case of New York Jewelry 
Traveler While on a Visit to 
Chicago. 

The Pinkerton Detective Agency has 
been asked to help locate two trays con- 
taining diamond rings valued at about 
$6,000, which were recently lost from the 
sample case of John Klipper, a salesman 
for Stern, Dreiblatt & Co., 45 John St., New 
York, while he was in Chicago about four 
weeks ago on a trip for the concern. The 
goods were insured by the Jewelers’ Safety 
Fund Society, and the Jewelers’ Protective 
Union is now offering a reward of $500 

for the return of the jewelry. 

When the salesman reached Chicago he 
visited tre trade in that city and then re- 
turned to his hotel. The next morning, 
when he started to look over his sample 
case again he found two trays missing. 
How the trays disappeared is a mystery, 
and it is not known just when they were 
first missed. ‘ 

No clue has as yet developed so far as 
can be learned which would help in locating 
the missing goods. 

A list of the missing rings is published 
herewith in the hope that it may help to 
locate some of the lost property: 
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Death of Jules Monard. 

The watch trade in New York, Monday, 
received with regret the announcement of 
the death of Jules Monard, of Geneva, 
Switzerland, which occurred at his home 
after a short illness. 

Mr. Monard was one of the foremost 
and best known manufacturers of fine 
watches in Switzerland, and the creator of 
the celebrated Jules Monard watch, which 
has been sold in the United States for 
somewhere between 40 and 50 years. The 
product of the deceased was introduced in 
this country by the late J. Eugene Robert, 
who was the sole agent for this make for 
many years, until he retired from business 
and sold out to A. Wittnauer. Edmond E. 
Robert has been the agent for a number of 
years past. 

The late Mr. Monard was 70 years old 
when he died and is survived by a widow 
and several sons and daughters. The firm 
will be continued by two sons, Jules and 
Jacques Monard, who have been associated 
with their father for a number of years. 

The news of Mr. Monard’s demise will 
cause sorrow to his many customers all 
over this country as well as to all those 
who have come in contact with this genial 
and charming old watch manufacturer.

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Government Loses Fight to Collect Ex- 
tra Duty on the Guggenheim Pearls. 
The Supreme Court of the United States 

decided Monday that it would not review 

the Guggenheim pearl case, and as a result 
of this decision the Government cannot 
collect additional duty amounting to about 
$12,000 on the $25,000 collection of pearls 

Morris Guggenheim, the wealthy New York 

smelter, bought from Tiffany & Co. in Paris 

in 1902 for his wife. 

This case has been before the courts for 
several years and came before United States 
Supreme Court on a petition for a writ of 
certiorari to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Second Circuit to re- 
view the decree of the court in the case 

When the pearls were first imported a 
duty of 10 per cent. was assessed by the 
collector at the port of New York, but 
this was later reliquidated and a demand 
made for 50 per cent. additional duty. The 
importers fought the payment of additional 
duty and won a decision in the lower courts. 
The Government carried the case to the 
highest court, hoping for a reversal of the 
decision. 

When the Government made its motion 
for the Supreme Court to review the de- 
cision attorneys for Tiffany & Co., from 
whom the additional duty was demanded, 
argued that on account of the pecu‘iar 
wording of the Payne-Aldrich Tariff Law 
neither the Supreme Court nor the new 
Customs Court of Appeals could review 
such a decision of the lower Federal Court, 
rendered between Feb. 5, 1910, and April 
22, 1910. 

While the Supreme Court declined to re- 
view this case it assigned no reason for not 
doing so. The mere announcement of re- 
fusal to pass on the matter was made.

Scnenectapy, N. Y., Oct. 29.—The will 
of James W. Sanders, former jeweler at 
233 State St., has been admitted to probate.

The Treatment Accorded to Salesmen. 
Clarksburg, W. Va., Oct. 24. 
Editor Tue Jewevers’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY : 

May I use your columns to speak a word 
to the storekeeper who takes the stand that 
a salesman who wishes to show him any- 
thing is an intruder and should be treated 
with scant courtesy? In doing this I do 
not wish to take up the proposition from 
the salesman’s standpoint, but from the 
standpoint of the retailer himself, who 
often, by his overbearing ways or his scant 
courtesy to the man he thinks wishes him 
to buy, stands in his own light, both di- 
rectly and indirectly. 

An incident is related in a recent article 
in The Saturday Evening Post, which is 
well worthy of citing, as an example of 
where the tolerant dealer prevents the 
salesman from helping him. According to 
the author of the article: 

Not long ago a house making writing-ink sent 
salesmen through the principal office districts in 
the city of New York, selling a trial order of 
goods for $1, and giving a desk convenience to 
each customer. These orders are turned over to the 
nearest retailer to be filled at regular prices, and 
he makes new customers, 

In one block the salesman was puzzled, for it 
had two stationery shops. After taking a dozen 
orders he entered the first kept by a crusty old 
man, who saw that he was a salesman. 

“Vell, vot do you vant?” snapped the stationer. 

Instantly the salesman’s problem was solved. 

“Nothing of you!” he said, and went to the 
other merchant, who was a pleasant, diplomatic 
Irishman who soon had the salesman working that 
whole neighborhood for him. 

To-day the writer personally had an ex- 
perience which is well worth relating. I 
went into a large furnishing store intend- 
ing to spend about $5 on some shirts but 
I carried in my hands a little sample tray, 
which led the people in the store to be- 
lieve that I was there to sell something, 
instead of to buy. Consequently, the 
courtesy offered to a customer was lack- 
ing and the treatment of a salesman ac- 
corded me. I was forced to wait for sev- 
eral minutes while one of the men arranged 
his stock, while another continued a con- 
versation, and while a third one put on his 
hat and went out, this last one being the 
buyer of the firm. Finally, when ‘they could 
no longer ignore me, I was greeted with 
a scant “good morning,” as much as to 
say: “Well, what on earth do you want to 
bother us for now?” 

Of course, by this time I had realized 
what I was taken for, and thought I would 
play the joke as far as it- would go, as I 
knew the contrast in treatment when they 
discovered I was a buyer and not a seller 
would be well worth seeing—and it was. 
But the fact remains that the store would 
have lost an order and a customer had I 
not wished to see the fun when they 
changed their manner immediately upon 
my telling them I wanted to buy some 
shirts. 

Why should this be? Why should the 
salesman be made to feel that he is a nui- 
sance and the buyer a benefactor? Would 
not these very retailers kick if the salesman 
did not call on them and thus make them 
come to market to buy new goods or go 
without them? [s it simply because they 
are in a_ position to be disagreeable 
that they take delight in acting thus

when they can without loss to themselves ? 

Oh awake! ye that are heavy laden with 
a grouch. Recuperate by developing a 
smile and extending a “glad hand.” Some 
fellow you meet may have an interesting 
proposition and “business getter” for you.

About 35 timers in the employ of* the 
New Haven Clock Co., New Haven, dis- 
continued work at 10 o'clock, one morning 
about a week ago, because their demands 
for double pay for overtime were refused.

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president of the company, is quoted in a 
New Haven daily as having declared that 
the men stopped work without giving the 
concern an opportunity to consider their 
demands. He asserted that their requests 
would receive due consideration. 

Complications have arisen over the pay- 
ment of the $1,000 reward for the capture 
of Timothy A. Sheedy, the burglar who is 
now serving a sentence of 30 years for 
looting a store in Hartford. Sheriff Dewey, 
Hartford, who offered the reward, has re- 
ceived letters from attorneys in Troy, N. Y., 
in hehalf of James O'Neil, and from a 
young woman who claims she first saw 
Sheedy in the act of entering a house. The 
sheriff has also received a letter from Com- 
missioner of Public Safety Mann, who asks 
a reward for the police officers who made 
the arrest.

Newspaper Misin- HE tendency of 
formation About the daily news- 
Gems papers to misrepre- 


sent facts and condi- 
tions in the gem trade is always manifest, 
and, as we have often noted, the misrepre- 
sentation is generally of such a character 
that it would indicate not only distinct ig- 
norance of the subjects treated, but also 
a desire to mislead the public. It would 
seem that whenever a subject relating to 
diamonds or gems comes up, to be treated 
by the daily papers, not only is no attempt 
made to find out what the facts really are, 
but, on the contrary, the papers seem to 
avoid, as much as possible, sources of 
proper information, and publish statements 
that will do the most harm to the industry. 
Fiction is evidently their idea as to what 
the public wants, and their stories must 
never be interfered with by any facts. 


One of the most recent examples of dis- 
semination of misrepresentation was a col- 
umn story which appeared in a New York 
morning newspaper Friday, telling of the 
re-appearance of the Hope Diamond in 
Paris. This was in the form of a special 
cable dispatch to the New York American, 
which kegan by reiterating the story so 
often denied at the time it first made its 
appearance, to the effect that the Hope 
diamond had gone to the bottom of the 
China Sea‘ in the wreck of La Seyne, in 
which its one time owner, a diamond mer- 
chant of Paris, lost his life. The account 
then goes on to treat of the fact that the 
diamond to-day is in Paris, as little less 
than a miracle, and the rest of the column 
is devoted to what purports to be a history 
of the Hope gem, which is filled with fic- 
titious incidents as to the horrible mis- 
fortune which followed nearly every one 
of its owners. Incidentally, the writer 
records the Hope gem as having been in 
the hands of many people and characters 
who never even saw it or ever had it in 
their pssession. 


The association of this wonderful gem— 
the greatest blue diamond ever known ‘to 
the world, with ill luck or misfortune, is 
entirely a product of recent years, and was 
probably due to some of the, fanciful stories 
of this same newspaper, when the gem was 
first brought to this country a number of 
years ago. Of course, once the sugges- 
tion had been given, other newspapers took 
up the topic from time to time and helped 
to spread the idea that those who have 
owned the Hope diamond had met with 
misfortune; so often has this statement 
been published now that this last article 
will probably not only go unchallenged, 
but its fictitious instances of the evil that 
has befallen alleged owners of the Hope 
diamond will probably become generally 
accepted and go into newspaper archives to 
be republished with embellishments every 
time the diamond shall come to public 
notice. 


Whether or not it is true, as this cable 
dispatch alleges, that this wonderful stone, 
which has excited the admiration of con- 
noisseurs in diamords for hundreds of 
years, can now be purchased for less than 
$100,000, cannot be verified at present, but 
even if not true, ¢he article itself, like 
those that preceded it, will te to depre- 
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ciate the value of the gem to an enormous 
extent, by reducing the number of people 
who want it and making the superstitiously 
inclined absolutely afraid to have anything 
to do with it. If these stories keep on it 
may be hard to find anyone who will ac- 
cept the gem as a present, despite the fact 
that the majority of tales that have been 
told about it have been absolutely without 
foundation. 

The slightest attempt on the part of the 
writer of the last story, or the manager of 
the newspaper in which the story appeared, 
to verify the same before publication would 
have shown to them that it was a matter 
of common knowledge that the Hope dia- 
mond was not sunk in the wreck of La 
Seyne, that it had never been in the hands 
of a great majority of people whose experi- 
ences were given, and that most of the de- 
tails of the alleged misfortunes of those 
who did own it were pure fiction. Yet 
this story is given a full column on the 
front page of a metropolitan newspaper 
that is so cramped for space that it cannot 
afford to give more than meagre details of 
events that are of world-wide importance.

Laws was inaugurated by the editor of 
this journal and the secretary of the 
Stamping Law Committee, the interest in 
the question of the proper marking of gold- 
ware has been very keen throughout the 
jewelry trade and has increased as the 
various cases started by this jonrnal and 
the Jewelers Board of Trade have come 
before the courts, and although the prose- 
cutions now pending are practically all 
under the New York State law, the inter- 
est in them extends to every section of the 
country, and inquiries continue to come 
in as to questions relating to the enforce- 
ment of the National law and the laws of 
other States, which show that manufac- 
turers and retailers intend to take no 
chances as to the sale or distribution of 
spurious goods improperly marked as to 
the quality. The United States Assay 
offices in many cities, as well as private 
assayers, have had more special assays to 
make for both manufacturers and retailers 
than ever before at one season of the 
year. It now looks as if the interest in 
the subject will result in driving improp- 
erly marked articles of gold and silver out 

of the jewelry trade to a large extent. 
There is one point, however, that has 
come up that has been a subject of con- 
siderable discussion, and that is the rem- 
edy which the jeweler has against the 
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“Pendants will be worth your 
serious consideration between 
now and Christmas.”

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manufacturer who does not mark his goods 
as of a particular quality, but simply 
represents them as such in his bills of sale 
or through his salesmen, and dealers have 
been asking what proceedings they can take 
in case such goods prove to be not as 
represented, and whether the Stamping 
Laws can be invoked in such cases. 

It should be understood that such cases 
do not come under the Stamping Laws, 
which do not compel a man to stamp the 
quality of his goods, but simply provide 
that when he does so the articles must be 
up to the quality marked upon them within 
reasonable limitations. The only remedy 
against the man who represents an article 
as 14 karat or 10 karat without marking it, 
and which is not of that quality, is to fall 
back on the common law or statute law 
relating to those who obtain money under 
false representations. 

However, the best way to deal with such 
a situation is to refuse to purchase goods 
from a manufacturer who will not stamp 
the quality upon them. If the merchandise 
is honestly made, there is no reason why 
he should not stamp the quality; if it is 
dishonest he has no reason to solicit the 
custom of the honest jeweler. Unstamped 
gold articles have no place in a legitimate 
jewelry store, and the jeweler who buys 
them is foolish and incompetent, as he runs 
the risk of being swindled himself and of 
helping to perpetrate a fraud upon his cus- 
tomers. 

Insist that all gold wares you buy bear 
a quality stamp and the trade-marks of the 
men or firm who made them. In this 
course lies safety.

717 of the tariff act of 1909, relating to 
works of art collections in illustration of 
the progress of the arts. 

There will be a session of the new Cus- 
toms Court in the Borough of Brooklyn 
beginning on Dec. 6. No further sessions 
of the court will be held in Washington 
until after it sits in Brooklyn. Many 
cases already heard are now being con- 
sidered by the judges. The session be- 
ginning on Dec. 6 will be the first to be 
held in New York and it is necessitated 
by the large number of cases which have 
accumulated in this jurisdiction. 

A recent story was printed in a Los 
Angele® newspaper to the effect that In- 
dians in New Mexico. had seized a tur- 
quoise mine owned by Tiffany & Co. and 
had taken away a large quantity of the 
stones. The mine, known as the Tiffany 
Mine, received its name from A. D. Tif- 
rany, who had worked it about 40 years 
ago, but this marf was in no way related 
to the New York concern, it was said last 
week at the offices of Tiffany & Co. 

A small fire occured about 9 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, Oct. 25, in the cellar of 
one of the buildings of the Ansonia Clock 
Co., which occupies almost the entire block 
bounded by 7th and &th Aves. 12th 
and 13th Sts., Brooklyn. The _ blaze 
was extinguished by the fire department 
and but little damage was done. The com- 
pany has been experiencing considerable 
trouble of late from employes who have 
been on strike, but it is not known that 
they had anything to do with the fire. 

The note in the issue of Oct. 12, telling 
of the suit brought by F. J. Nauheimer, 
Jr. 170 Broadway, against S. E. Mac- 
Donald, was erroneous in one particular, 
in that it spoke of the action as having 
been brought against Mr. MacDonald as 
guarantor of an account of F. D. Daniels. 
This suit, which was over a ring worth 
$155 obtained by MacDonald from Nau- 
heimer on memorandum and in_ turn 
turned over by the former to Daniels, was 
based on the memorandum agreement be- 
tween Nauheimer and MacDonald, the ac- 
tion alleging conversion and the judgment 
being given on this groud. 

Miss Morgan, daughter of J. Pierpont 
Morgan, the financier, arrived in this city 
last Wednesday on the Oceanic from 
Southampton, England. She brought with 
her an antique crucifix made in the 17th 
century, which she said she had picked up 
in Paris. In her customs declaration she 
wrote alongside of the crucifix item “duty 
free on account of age.” The entry was 
made under the regulation permitting 
articles proved to be more than 20 years 
old to come into the country duty free. 
She was told tliat the crucifix would have 
to go to the Appraisers’ Stores unless she 
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wanted to pay duty upon it. She admitted 
that she had no proof as to the age of 
the crucifix. The inspector explained that 
it might be a modern counterfeit of an 
antique and _ therefore  dutiable. The 
crucifix was sent to the Appraisers’ Stores 
to await proof of its age. 

The collector of customs at the port of 
New York recently received a letter from 
the Treasury Department in regard to a 
drawback cn decorated china manufactured 
by the Art China Import Co., of this city, 
with the use of plain white imported china, 
in which the department's regulations of 
Aug. 24, 1908, providing for the allowance 
of drawback on the exportation of decorated 
c‘ina manufactured by L. Straus & Sons, 
New York, with the use of imported china. 
is extended so far as applicable to cover- 
ing the exportation of decorated china 
manufactured by the Art China Import 
Co. It is held that in tiquidation the quanti- 
ties of imported white china articles which 
may be taken as a basis for the allowance 
of drawback may equal the quantities used 
as declared in the drawback entry after offi- 
cial verification of export quantities, there 
being no allowance of wastage. 

According to the regular monthly state- 
ment of the Bureau of Statistics at the 
Customs House, the total value of free 
and dutiable goods remaining in bonded 
warehouses at this port for the month end- 
ing Sept. 30, 1910, was $43,981,201, as 
against $49,971,869 for August, a decrease 
of $5,990,668. The following figures show 
the value of merchandise of interest to the 
trade remaining on hand at this port for 
the month of September: Clocks, $26,706; 
watches, $98,824; diamonds, unset, $60,- 
107; pearls and parts of, unset, $24,043; 
precious stones, $7,245; manufactures of 
gold and silver, $12,922; jewelry, $5,668. 
As compared with these figures, the 
amount of the same kind of dutiable goods 
for the month of September, 1909, are 
given as follows: Clocks, $25,812; watches, 
$97,013; diamonds, unset, $63,279; precious 
stones, $31,653; manufactures of gold and 
silver, $11,502; jewelry, etc., $796. 

Mrs. W. G. Jerrens, Chicago, had to pay 
$1,800 last Thursday after the appraisers 
had reported to the Surveyor of the Port 
a result of their examination of the con- 
tents of seven trunks she brought with her 
Wednesday on the White Star liner 
Oceanic.

It is claimed 
that he sold a watch valued at $20 and a 
diamond ring valued at $50 which he had 
purchased from a Washington jeweler, but 
for which he had not paid. 

Notwithstanding the numerous protests 
against public sales of undelivered package 
mail, the Post Office Department has an- 
nounced that it will auction off the con- 
tents of the dead letter office on Dec. 12. 
The jewelers are hurt most by this sale on 
account of the large quantity of goods sim- 
ilar to that which they handle being sold 
right at the height of the Christmas shop- 
ping season. 

Suit has been entered against the Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore and Washington Rail- 
road Co. by Representative Francis B. Har- 
rison, M. C., for the alleged loss of jewelry 
and silverware from a special freight car 
which was conveying his household goods 
to this city from Bar Harbor, Me. The 
goods claimed to have been abstracted 
while in transit were: One full set of sil- 
verware, valued at $800; three pearl and 
gold mounted hair combs, $300; three gold 
buckles, $95; three sapphire pins, $85; one 
belt buckle, $50; one stick pin, $50. Rep- 
resentative Harrison asks for damages in 
the amount of $2,000. 

A handsome loving cup has been pre- 
sented to the new torpedo boat destroyer 
Roe in commemoration of the services ren- 
dered by Rear Admiral Francis A. Roe, 
U. S. N. (deceased), in two wars. The 
cup bears the following inscription: “Pre- 
sented to the Destroyer Francis A. Roe by 
Lydia W. Van Dyke Payne, in loving mem- 
ory of her distinguished cousin, Francis 
Asbury Roe, U. S. N., Rear Admiral of 
the line.” On the obverse side is inscribed 
Admiral Roe’s definition of an ideal officer. 
Following the presentation an elaborate 
luncheon was served on board the boat 
which was attended by many celebrated 
army and navy officers. The Berry & 
Whitmore Co. furnished the cup. 

The United States Supreme Court has 
refused to review the decision of the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals which was to the 
effect that the giving of trading stamps in 
the District of Columbia was in direct vio- 
lation of an act of Congress prohibiting 
gift enterprises.

Influence of Bells of Repeaters on Adjustments. 


Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly by H. Chapponniere. 


























PIECE of steel, placed in the direc- 

tion of the magnetic pole, will be- 

come magnetized, if it is struck or strained. 
Or, in scientific language, all molecular ac- 
tivity of a piece of steel, placed in the ter- 
restial magnetic field, provokes magneti- 
zation. Of this law we see the result 
daily in our tools (center-punches, tweezers, 
files, etc.). As a fact, in order to obtain 
the best possible light, watchmakers’ work- 
shops are usually selected to face the 





the plane of the direction obtained in the 
first observation, the needle is slightly de- 
pressed and indicates the inclination. 

We have thus obtained the exact dircec- 
tion og the magnetic pole, which must not 
be confounded with the North Pole. (We 
repeat that the magnetized needle of the 
compass turns to the magnetic pole and 
not, as many believe, towards the northern 
pole.) The position of the magnetic pole, 
in relation jo the North Pole, changes con-

north; when using our tools then we very 
often cause them to assume an inclined 
position, which may correspond to the 
magnetic meridian. 

This direction may be determined pre- 
cisely, with the aid of the dipping needle; 
this apparatus consists of a foot support- 
ing a compass needle that can be placed 
horizontally and vertically. We find first 
the direction of the magnetic north, by 
using the compass placed horizontally and 
then the ordinary compass performs the 
part known as declination. Then the com- 
pass is placed vertically, very exactly in 


a *¥ 





tinually; these variations are referred to 
as secular, annual and diurnal. 

It is comprehensible that if the results 
of the law above indicated, would make 
themselves felt in our tools, we may also 
observe them in the bells of repeaters. As 
a fact, this organ, consisting of a blade 
of steel, the sonorousness of which is due 
to the blows of the hammer, may be ac- 
cidentally placed, at the time of its action, 
in the direction necessary for magnetiza- 
tion. The repeating bells may become 
magnetized of themselves, without any 
other cause than this. A watch, therefore, 





without having come near a dynamo, nor 
any other magnetic generator, may have 
its bells magnetized. 

According to the extent of this magneti- 
zation, its influence on the adjustment may 
be greater or less; in acting on the balance 
and the hair spring, these regulating or- 
gans being often placed in close proximity 
to the bells, without communicating their 
magnetization directly to them, excite, 
nevertheless, a magnetic field, making re- 
sistance useless. 

This accidental cause of magnetization 
is less frequent than that due to electric 
circuits. In the first case, the bells are 
usually alone magnetized, while in the 
second, a much larger number of organs 
are saturated. 

A Swiss mechanic has obtained a patent 
on a device intended to augment the son- 
orousness and at the same time prevent 
the communication of magnetism from the 
hammers to the bells. In this invention 
the head of the hammer (the end that 
strikes) is made of a piece of ruby, of 
sapphire, garnet, .etc., some non-conduct- 
ing substance. It is plain that this in- 
genious device does not ensure the pre- 
vention of the magnetization caused by ter- 
estial magnetism, seeing that it is the con- 
cussion that is the cause of all the trouble. 

On the other hand, the balance, working 
on the magnetic field of the magnetized 
bells, becomes an electric generator—of 
very feeble power, we hasten to add. As 
a fact, it is physically demonstrated that 
a disc, composed of a conductive mate- 
rial, is a source of energy, when it moves 
in the vicinity of a magnetized body. The 
famous physician and astronomer, Arago, 
observed, in 1824, that the number of os- 
cillations made by the needle of a com- 
pass, in a certain time, when it departs 
from the direction of the magnetic north, 
is reduced from 300 to 4 by the proximity 
of a mass of copper. 

The following year Arago discovered that 
the rotative action of a copper disc in 
motion influences the magnetic needle. 
During a slow rotation of the disc the 
needle deviates from 20 to 30 degrees; on 
increasing the speed the needle constantly 
varies more and finishes by being turned 
away in a gyratory movement in the same 
direction as the disc. 

This phenomenon was subsequently ex- 
plained in 1832 by the English scientist, 
Faraday; the copper disc develops induc: 
tion currents, through the influence of the 
magnetization of the needle. The induced 
or induction currents are produced at a 
distance in the closed metallic circuits, by

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the influence, either of electrical currents, 
of magnets, or of terrestial magnetism. 

In the case in which we are interested 
we are confronted with magnetic induction. 
The mechanical magnetos, now so exten- 
sively employed for ignition in the ex- 
plosion motors of automobiles, motor- 
cycles, aeroplanes, etc., are based on these 
same principles. 

In the repeating watch of which the bells 
are accidentally magnetized, this phenome- 
non is produced in the balaitce, which in 
this instance does duty as a conductor 
disc, turning in a magnetic field. It is 
proved that this effect decreases in pro- 
portion as the needle is farther removed 
from the disc; it is, therefore, of great 
importance to place the balance as far as 
possible from the bells. 

The induction current diminishes with 
the degree of conductibility of the disc. 
The bi-metallic compensation balances, un- 
fortunately, have a very conductive rim of 
brass; this conductivity is still further 
augmented by the use of regulating screws 
of platina or washers of the same metal, 
placed under the regulating screws and in- 
tended to load the balance. 

To prevent the production of this elec- 
tricity by induction we can only resort to 
the precaution above indicated, awaiting 
the designing, by an inventor, of bells 
capable of resisting magnetization, the 
cause of all our troubles. 

The formula of Faraday’s disc is 


wl12 
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E is the electromotive power. 

w is the angular speed. 

| is the radius. 

We see that the electromagnetic power 
increases with the speed; a watch beating 
14,400 vibrations produces less induction 
current than one making 18,000 or 21,000. 

The power increases in proportion to the 
square of the radius of the disc; a re- 
peater of 27 millimeters (12 lines) creates 
less than a piece of 40 millimeters (18 
lines). 

This demonstration of the production of 
a current of electricity by the balance may 
be verified experimentally in the follow- 
ing manner. 

The illustration herewith shows at once 
the manner of arranging the experiment: 
C is the balance; d, the balance spring; e 
and f, discs; G, cock; H, plate; I, lower 
bridge. 

The two end-stones of the balance are 
done away with and in their place are 
screwed on two. small non-conducting 
plates (a and a‘), of bone, of horn, 
ebonite, etc., and having in the center pieces 
of platina, b and b’, which act as end pieces 
and are designed to collect the current pro- 
duced by the balance. 

The staff should be free, but without end 
shake, it should run without oil during the 
entire period of the experiment, to ensure 
that the contact of the pivots with the col- 
lectors will be as perfect as possible. The 
latter are connected with a galvanometer 
of the greatest precision, the index of 
which consists of a mirror, in which is 
reflected a graduated scale, placed at about 
three meters. The readings are made with 
the aid of a lunette with cross threads, 
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being two cobweb threads, arranged cross 
wise inside the lunette and serving as a 
guide mark. ‘ 

In precise galvanometers the magnetized 
needle is protected from terrestial action; 
it is known as “astatic.” The two pieces 
of steel, of which it is composed, are of 
equal length, of similar scction and of the 
same magnetic strength; they are placed 
parallel, are connected by a piece of 
aluminum and are suspended with the aid 
of a thread of raw silk. The receiving coil 
of the current is made of very fine wire, of 
which it contains a very large quantity. 
The mirror exercises the function of an 
index, without weight, of six meters radius. 

The current created by the balance is 
small. This weak delivery allows this 
minute mechanical electric generator to vie 
with a microscopical Wollaston battery. 
This famous English electrician constructed 
his battery as follows: In a paint cup one 
centimeter in depth, he placed a red copper 
percussion cap, which he split and which 
constituted the positive electrode. A grain 
of zine filled the place of the negative elec- 
trode; the liquid was composed of a few 
drops of water containing sulphate of cop- 
per. ® 

We do not know to what extent the 
electricity generated by a balance operating 
on the bells of a repeater would prove 
detrimental to the adjustment of a watch; 
in any event, this current is useless, we 
should therefore endeavor to prevent its 
production. The enthusiastic searchers for 
perpetual motion cannot even hope to find 
in it a source of power for the re-winding 
of the main spring. 

The magnetization of the bells has a 
very bad influence on the adjustment, it is 
llecessary to endeavor to oppose it, to re- 
move it as soon as found and that the 
makers of repeaters place their balances 
as far as possible from tie bells, this being 
the only means they have, at present, of 
diminishing the effects of the magnetiza- 
tion of the latter on the regulating’ organs. 





A Mysterious Clock. 
LOCKMAKERS in Louisville, Ky., 
are considerably mystified by a re- 
cent dispatch coming to a local news- 
paper from Stanford Ky., to the ef- 
fect that an_ eight-day clock, belong- 
ing to H. J. McRoberts, of Stanford, 
has been running for six weeks without 
having been wound. It seems that some 
time ago the old clock went on a “strike,” 
calling the hour 210 times, when the noise 
became so disturbing to Mrs. McRoberts 
that she inserted a bit of pencil into the 
mainspring of the timepiece, effectually 
stopping its proclivities toward both run- 
ning and striking. After a few days, how- 
ever, the penci] was taken out and the old 
clock began running again without strik- 
ing, and has continued at an even gait, 
keeping excellent time to the present date. 
The mainspring of the clock is plainly visi- 
ble through a glass door, and the spring 
does not seem to have loosened in the 
slightest during its long run.

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Origin and Evolution of the Chronometer 
Escapement. 


ranslated for THe Jewevers’ CrrcULAR-WEEKLY 
from the Almanac de l’Horlogerie et de 
La Bijouterie.) 
i HE first detached escapement, con- 
structed by Ferdinand Berthoud, was 
hat shown in Fig. 1, The stopping of 
the wheel takes place against the nose e of 
ie detent D. This, in a state of rest, is 
eld against the stop or stud 3 by the action 
4 the spring n, and in this position the 
eak e enters within the circumference of 
the teeth of the wheel. 
On the arbor of the balance is mounted 
the disc or roller A, at the edge of which 
s placed a notch a, which serves as the 








@ 
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lever of impulse. To this plate is attached 
the unlocking piece E, carrying, at the end 
of a light spring, a pin c. This pin acts 
against the end d of the detent in the fol- 
lowing manner: When the balance turns 
in the direction indicated by the arrow the 
pin ¢ pushes the detent and removes it a 
predetermined distance from its point of 
support i, allowing it to resume, soon after- 
ward, its position at rest. 

In the course of the contrary oscillation 
the pin c again comes in contact with the 
extremity d of the detent, but this time it 
reaches the inclined plane of this extremity, 
and it is then the spring r that bends, the 
detent remaining stationary. Immediately 
after the passing of the pin c the spring r 
resumes its place against its resting point 
and is ready at the next vibration to again 
repulse the detent. The displacement of 
the detent, under the action of the spring r, 
results in the unlocking of tooth 1 of the 
wheel, which comes to a stop against the 
nose e. The wheel can thus turn; its 
tooth 3 strikes the lever a and communi- 
cates an impulse to the balance. The de- 
tent, which has resumed its place, again 
stops the wheel at tooth 2; the balance con- 
tinues its oscillation, the unlocking piece FE 
passing under the detent D. 

The return oscillation, in the course of 
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which the spring r gives way to allow the 
pin c to resume its place for a new un- 
locking, is a neutral oscillation, during 
which no impulse is imparted. 

This mechanism is really a detached es- 
capement, the balance being only in con- 
tact with the wheel during the impulse; it 
turns then perfectly free, the slight un- 
locking action, produced during the inac- 
tive oscillation, having no material influ 
ence. 

Another chronometer or detent escape- 
ment, devised by Berthoud, and applied by 
him to his marine clock, No. 9, is shown in 
Fig. 2. A is the escapement piece or 
roller, mounted on the arbor of the bal- 
ance. The unlocking piece, in this case, is 
the little lever s, on which rests the spring 
r, and the impulse is given by the notch a, 
located at the edge of the roller. The 
detent pivots in o, and it is kept at rest 
against the stop i by the spring r’. In this 
position the nose e stops the teeth of the 
wheel, and in the illustration the tooth 1 is 
shown at rest. 

The arm d of the detent D serves for 
unlocking under the action of the lever s; 
when the balance turns in the direction in 
dicated by the arrow the lever reaches the 
extremity of the arm d of the detent and 
forces back this arm. Here then occurs, at 
e, the unlocking of tooth 1. The wheel 
then acts, through tooth 3, on the impulse 
lever a, 

As soon as the lever s has passed, the 
detent resumes the position of rest before 
the impulse has terminated; it is in place 
to stop the following tooth, 2, of the escape 
wheel. The succeeding oscillation is neu- 
tral; the lever s again reaches the arm d, 
but this time in the opposite direction, and 
it is the lever s that withdraws, tu resume 
its place immediately under the action of 
the spring r. It is then ready for a new 
discharge. 

It is as well to note here that the origi- 
nator of these two mechanisms, Ferdinand 
Berthoud, whose skill has never been ques- 
tioned and who has rendered such great 
service to horology, often shows himself 
unjust toward his confréres, and it was 
rarely that he would concede to them the 
merit of a new invention. 

He disputed with them by every means 
or he ascribed the credit to artists who 
no longer lived, who couid not have been 
his rivals, or shared the glory that he had 
won, and it was this that led him to seek 
te prove that he had invented the detent 
escapement. Pierre Le Roy, whose genius 
at least equaled that of Ferdinand Ber- 
thoud, could not keep silence in the face 
of allegations so contrary to truth and 
which might prejudice him; he published a 
memoir in. which he proved by exact dates 
and irrefutable evidence that he was really 
the originator of the detached escapement 
with spring detent, as of many other in- 
ventions which his brazen and less scrupu- 
lous rival sought to appropriate. 

The superiority of the chronometer es- 
capement over all other escapements was 
recognized from the appearance of this 
mechanism, and the most famous horolo- 
gists of the second half of the 18th century 
applied themselves to its study and _ per- 
fecticn 

[he corstructi¢n devised by the English 


horologist Arnold was particularly happy, 
and it was this construction, modified by 
another Englishman, which was_ finally 
adopted, and the principle of which is re- 
tained in modern chronometers. These two 
experts received from the British govern- 
ment a honorarium of £3,000 ($15,000) 
each. 

It may be added that the detent escape- 
ment is constructed from its origin under 
two forms—with spring detent or pivoted 
detent, 

The escapement with spring detent, used 
exclusively for marine chronometers, re- 
quires a detent mounted at the end of a 
spring attached to the plate; in the pivoted 
detent escapement, also entitled bascule es-

capement, the detent is carried by a pivoted 
staff and is returned to its place of rest 
by a return or adjusting spiral spring. The 
spring detent is of an exceedingly deli- 
cate character, but it possesses the advan- 
tage of doing away with the friction of 
pivots and the inconvenience of oil; the 
other functions of the escapement do not 
require it. The pivoted detent, which finds 
employment in pocket chronometers, is of 
very simple construction.

The Silver Bell of Rouen. 


HE citizens of Rouen are proud of 
their celebrated bell, and well they 
may be, for until recently it had sounded 
the curfew from 9 to quarter past 9 
o’clock every evening for 700 years. It 
is in the belfry of the great clock con- 
structed from 1389 to 1398 in the Renais- 
sance style, and one of the most curious 
monuments in the Norman metropolis. 
The bell dates from the XIII. century, 
and is named “Rouvel.” But for the public 
it is the “silver bell,” by reason of its 
silvery tone, though some claim that the 
name was given on account of the silver 
mingled in the metal. However that may 
be, the unfortunate silver bell is cracked, 
and for fear that it may be broken com- 
pletely, this memerahble relic will, by offi- 
cal deter:rinction, rrg the curfew no 


more.

The Show Window During the Holiday Season. 


Original Methods of Adding to Its Attractiveness. 














HE Christmastide 
is the great sea- 
son of the year, whe. 
the decorations are 
one of the essential 
features of your win- 
dow. You may pass 
all other festivals by, 
but popular opinion 
seems to demand that 
at this season some 
effort, however slight, 
must be made to give 
a holiday appearance 
to the display of 
stock. And, indeed, 
as this is the golden 
harvest time for the 
storekeeper, why 
should not some ef- 
fort be made to conform with the spirit of 
the season? 

Most storekeepers will buy some loose 
holly, or holly wreaths and maybe a little 
mistletce. His window decorations will 
then probably be the same as the man’s 
next door. Why not have some originality 
and do something different? Something

different usually suggests considerable ex- 
pense or a great deal of time expended in 
the making. But this is unnecessary. I 
have a suggestion for the busy man, that 
is at once cheap, easily and quickly made, 
and very effective; it is to decorate with 
artificial autumn leaves made of crepe 
paper. 

These are the easiest of all the things 
that can be made of crepe paper and com- 
bined with some hemlock or pine tops will 
make a beautifuk window display, and their 





bright colors are appropriate for the holi- 
day time. 

The natural leaves are gone long hefare 
the Christmas season and even were you 
so thoughtful as to keep some’ for the oc- 
casion, considerably more time wotdd be 





expended in gathering them and in doing 
the necessary things to preserve them than 
it will take to make the artificial leaves. 
We will explain how they are made first, 
and then speak of the varieties that can 
be made and how to use them. 
Take some moss green crepe paper and 


fold it several times; on this lay the leaf 
pattern so that a great many may be cut 
at a time. Prepare three dishes of coloring 
matter; one of red, one of brown, and an- 
other of green or yellow, according to the 
effect desired. This coloring matter can be 
made with water from crepe paper of the 
color wanted, using the dark colored pa- 
pers, or packages of manufactured dye for 
the purpose. 

If you wish to impart to a leaf various 
colors as suggested in Fig. 1, dip the end 
you wish to color brown in the brown dye, 
the red in the red, etc., as shown in Fig. 2. 
If you wish a leaf of one color immerse

You then spread them out 
to dry for a day. The leaves will look 
very dark after dipping, but they will 
gradually dry out to the right shade. If 
a light green is wanted instead of yellow, 
use green coloring matter as a dip. This 
wi!l cause the dark green of the paper 
to fade when dried. 


it completely. 


After they are dry, paste a stem wire 
down the center of each leaf, a green or 
red one as the kind of leaf demands. 

Figures 3 to 12 show a number of nat- 
ural forms of leaves that can be used as a 
guide to make the patterns. Figures 3 
and 4 are simple leaves that can be col- 
ored red. Figure 5 would look well to have 
the serated edges colored red, letting the 
center remain green. Figures 6 and 7 are 
the familiar maple leaves that are very 
pretty because all the colors are to be 
found on one leaf, as suggested in Fig- 
ure 1. 

The oak leaf in Figure 8 was included 
to call your attention to a poor model for 
a paper leaf, as it is cut too deep to look 
we'l in practical use, since it is apt to curl 
up. Figures 9 and 10 are oak leaves of 
a better model for the purpose. One vari- 
ey of leaf, the sweet gum, while a very 
gorgeously colored leaf, has the same fault 
as the oak leaf in Figure 8; it is also cut

too deeply for our purpose. Figure 11 is 
the sassafras leaf. For those who would 
like to try something elaborate in leaf- 
making Figure 12 has been included. This 
is a sumach leaf. Each little leaflet will 
have to be wired and then wrapped with 
red tissue to a main stem wire. These are 
the main leaf forms that produce the 
showy autumn effects. The decorator can 
use others, according to his fancy. 

The most effectual way to use the leaves 
for decoration is to get small limbs of the 
particular tree of which you are making 
the leaves, and fasten them on.. Try to do 
this so it will appear as naturat as pos-

you do you will get just as good results. 
It is well to begin by contracting for 


Space in one or more of the papers pub- 
lished in your city, the size of the space 
to be determined by the rate you have to 
pay and the conditions surrounding your 
proposition. 

All advertising is good or bad by com- 
parison. If your ad is one of the best in 
the paper, that is, if it is the best written 
and the best displayed, it need not be the 
largest to be effective. 

If you will change your ad often; if you 
will write good, live, readable copy—get 
some good attractive illustrations and see 
that the newspaper man don’t give you 
the worst of it in set-ups, etc., your ads 
will get you results that will pay you, even 
if you do not see the direct returns at 
once, 

Now that you have contracted for the 
space, make out a schedule of changes, 
allotting a certain line for each date. This 
schedule you will have to vary to suit 
emergencies. . Otherwise stick to it and 
have your ads ready a week in advance all 
the time. 

Say you are going to start a campaign 
from Nov. 7 to Dec. 25. If you run your 
ad daily, you ought to change at least 
twice a week. If every other day, at least 
once a week.

One of the hardest things to get is good 
attractive cuts. The only thing that will 
take the place of cuts illustrative of the 
line you are about to advertise is a -first- 
class set-up or display. 

One of the most common errors made by 
the average printer is to use too many 
of type in one ad and have too much 
contrast between the size of the head lines 
and the body of the ad. The contrast 
should ke between the ad and its surround- 
ings; for instance, a wide margin of white 
space between the body of the ad and the 
border will direct the eye to the ad much 
quicker than if the space be well filed up 
White space is valuable, and the margin 
can hardly be too wide. 

Now, in writing your ad try to portray 
the spirit of your establishment. Have 
your ads sound natural and logical. Write 
your ad just as you would talk it to a cus- 
tomer, only make it short and 
Do not use the terms “largest assortment”

definite quantities and might mean a mil- 
lion-dollar stock or a dollar-a-carat price 
on diamonds.

Convey some information, stimulate a 
want or create a new desire in every ad 
you write; then display the ad in such a 
way that whoever looks will learn. The 
mind retains the lessons which the eye 
teaches, if often repeated. 

Do not say advertisements are not read. 
If yours are not, it is either the fault of 
the man who wrote them or the man who 
printed them. Good, catchy headings and 
attractive illustrations will command atten- 
tion and form the entering wedge to your 
argument.

It takes time to think up good ads; it 
also requires ability. Without experience 
it is hard to produce good ads even when 
you know what to say. However, if you 
will watch carefully the style used by the 
advertisers in our leading magazines, you 
can adapt a great many ideas to your own 
use. 

Inappropriate Catch Phrases. 
Use catchy phrases if you can, but do

Good advertising must be good news, 
good logic or attractive prices. Good ad- 
vertising is the kind that is quickly read, 
easily understood and has a feature of 
some kind to attract attention and to make 
an impression on the reader. Keeping 
your name before the public is a very good 


up in arms and may not sell any more 
goods after all. 

A jeweler said to me a short time ago: 
“I do not believe advertising pays; you can- 
not make people buy jewelry unless they 
want it.” “Surest thing you know,” said I; 
“and if you cannot make them want #, 
you might just as well shut up shop and 
go fishing.” 

The whole trouble with the jewelry busi- 
ness to-day is that the public seems to 
want automobiles and every other well- 
advertised thing before they want jewelry 
—that is the strongest reason there is for 
advertising. 

Desire for Anything is Mental. 

The desire to acquire anything not 
needed to sustain life is entirely mental; 
in fact, sales all take place in the mind, 
and not in the pocketbook. This mental 
condition is formed by seeing things that 
appeal to you, hearing about them or read- 
ing about them. Quite often the latter 
makes the strongest impression. 

Good advertising will create the proper 
menta! condition that makes it easy to sell 
goods. Given an unbiased, unprejudiced 
mind to work upon, as in the case of an 
article’ the reader did not know existed, 
the condition is formed almost instanta- 
neously, providing of course that the article 
‘n question appeals to the reader. 

Encourage people by your advertising to 
come into your store “without any obliga- 
tion to buy,” just as you encourage them 
to look into your windows. by means of 
pretty window displays. When you get 
them there, keep your promise. Do not 
bore them to death. 

Good and_ persistent advertising will 
bring your business to that high state of 
cultivation that the intelligent and per- 

sistent farmer does by judiciously and per- 
sistently fertilizing his farm. You can

However. do not -advertise prices 
so low that you cannot make a reasonable 
profit. There is no method in selling goods 
at cost and paying for the space besides. 
To do so will tend to put your competitor

make your business a bigger producer by 
advertising than without it, and remember 
that additional business will not increase 
your fixed expenses to any appreciable de- 
gree. You can always take care of from 
10 to 25 per cent. more business without 
paying more for clerk hire, rent, light or 
heat. 

Adopt some good slogan and use it in 
some way in all of your advertising. Some 
“The Gift 


Store,” “A Goed- Store in a Good Town,’ 
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“The Quality Shop,” “Step in and Look 
Around,” “If It’s New, We Have It,” 
“Where Quality Reigns Supreme,” etc. 

These slogans eventually become a part 
of your firm, just as “It Floats” suggests 
“Ivory Soap.” If you happen to hit upon 
one that just seems to fit your business, 
it will do you a world of good. 

A jeweler’s advertising should reflect 
tone and distinction, and should never be 
commonplace. Jewelry being an art line, 
the advertisements should be dignified in

Giving Satisfaction. 

The successful merchandizing of jewelty 
is almost entirely a matter of giving satis- 
faction. Satisfaction is the keynote of 
every transaction, and will benefit the sel- 
ler more than the mere profit involved. 
Get the confidence of the people, and you 
can sell goods at a profit just as easily as 
at cost. 

Advertising is all a suggestion. In fact, 
everything we do, every purchase we make, 
every desire we have, are all the result 
of some suggestion or other. Your win- 
dow displays are a suggestion to the pas- 
serby. Your goods, your store, your ad- 
vertising are all a suggestion in one fori 
or another. 

Remember, however, that all suggestions 
are not readily or eagerly received. All 
minds are not susceptible to the same im- 
pression nor at the same time. But con- 
stant pounding will drive a nail througli 
the toughest wood, and persistent adver- 
tising will tell sooner or later. 

Remember; too, that the mind is like a 
sensitive photographic plate—overexposure 
of the article you want to sell or the ad 
you use is apt to fog the picture. Change 
your show-window displays and change 
your ads. Have them always fresh, but 
have them always there. When you drop 
out of sight the camera may be focused 
on a picture displayed by your competitor, 
and your picture may be buried under a 
pile of new ones. 

Just one word more. Try to coax more 
people into your store than ordinarily come 
in. If you only sell the goods which they 
actually come in for, you will starve to 
death. If you have anything to sell that 
is worth buying—advertise.

Sevres Porcelain in the Coope Collection Recently 
Sold at Christie’s in London 








HE magnificent collections of the late 
Octavius E. Coope, recently sold at 
Christie’s in London at such record-break- 
ing prices, included a marvelous array of 
fine pottery, especially Sévres porcelain. 
A pair of Sevres ice pails (tig. 1), covers 
and liners, which were part of the service

and painted by Boulanger in 1778, was bid

painted with medallion heads; nymphs, 
cupids and satyrs in grisaille on chocolate 
medallions and bands of flowers in colors 
on white ground round the center, en- 
tiched with gilt arabesques by Le Guay, 
who did all the gilding. The handles are 
finely modeled as caryotid female busts, gilt, 
and with gilt palm‘*leaves in low relief 





around the base. The covers are sur- 
mounted by gilt knobs formed as foun- 
tains, and the rim set with cameo heads 
surrounded by laurel wreaths in gold. The 


covers are painted with the cipher EI] in

flower and gilding sutmounted by a crown. 
A Sévres plate matching these pails sold 
for $1,400, and a cup and saucer, also part 
of the same service, brought $600. 

The sum of $16,000 was paid by Charles 
Wertheimer, an art dealer, for a pair of 
Sévres seaux or buckets (Fig. 2), similar 
to the service at Windsor Castle. Each is 
finely painted by Dodin in two circular 
panels, with subjects of Jupiter and Europa, 
Bacchus and Ariadne, Venus and Adonis 
and Venus and Aeneas. The ground is of 
gros-bleu, gilt with branches of laurel foli- 
age, garlands of flowers and formal scrolls. 
These pieces date from 1791-2 and were 
formerly in the collection of the Earl of 
Kilmorey. 








A Sévres biscuit bist of Madame Da- 
barry (Fig. 3), 15 inches high, dating from 
1772, brought $5,000. The head is slightly 
turned to the left, with loose drapery over 
the shoulders. The bust is mounted on a 
fluted gros-bleu and white pedestal with 
drapery festoons in relief, from which is 
suspended an oval medallion, painted with 
the cipher DB in pink roses and gilding. 
A Louis XVI. clock, 25% inches high, 
brought $2,700. The lyre-shaped case is 
of gros-bleu Sévres porcelain mounted with 
ormolu beadings and finely chased laurel 
branches and festoons of flowers in the 
style of Duplesis and surmounted by a 
mask of Helios (Fig. 4). The dial of

enamel is painted with the signs of the 
zodiac by Cotteau and surrounded by a 
circle of paste diamonds. The movement 
is by Kinable. Another Sévres clock sold 
for $875. 

The highest price paid for any one piece, 
however, was obtained for an old Chinese 
Celadon vase (Fig. 5), 16% inches high, 
for which Mr. Seligman gave $22,942. It 
is of double gourd shape modeled with 
formal foliage in low relief, mounted with 
Louis XV. ormolu handles, plinth andi

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ornamented baton presented by George IV. 
to Earl St. Vincent, the Admiral of the 
Fleet, brought $945. 

A German 17th century silver “nef,” with 
figures and a cannon deck, the hull 
engraved with a stag and a boar hunt, was 
sold for $2,350. A 16th century Flemish 
cocoanut cup, with silver mountings and 
carved scenes from the life of Christ,

brought $825. A silver gilt cup engraved 
with a woodman felling a tree went for 
$1,500. A bronze bust of Moliere, life size, 
was knocked down for $14,000; a pair of 
old Dresden figures of pug dogs for $1,300, 
and a painted mother-of-pearl fan of the 
period of Louis XV. for $340. 

The sum of $2,430 was paid;by Charles 
Davis for a Dumont miniature in an or- 
molu frame, of an astronomer seated at a 
table with compasses and papers. A minia- 
ttre portrait of himself by Conway sold 
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There were some fine snuff boxes among 
the lots sold. Charles Wertheimer paid 
$8,500 for an oblong gold snuff box, beauti- 
fully enameled with six genré panels signed 
Schindler and enriched with enamel plaques 
in imitation of lapis lazuli, while another 
of old Dresden enamel, signed Friederich 
Pinx, 1766, which had figured at the Art 
Treasures Exhibition, was purchased by 
Charles Davis for the sum of $1,400.

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JuESTION No. 2681.—Tempering Soft 
Metal-—We are using stamped ornaments 
which we make from Britannia metal. We 
desire to temper this so it will be hard 
enough to give it a ring when sounded 


with a stick. Is there any method by 
which we can bring this metal to the de- 
sired temper? 2. Ge 











\NSWER:—Any of the alloys which are 
produced from pig tin and belong to the 
Britannia metal family may be tempered 
so they will be much harder and have a 
sound when tapped with a pencil. This 
in be done in several ways. All give about 

the same result, and all that is required is 
to heat the metal slowly with as high a tem- 
perature as the meta] will stand without 
melting. Then allow it to cool. A _ sheet 
iron oven with a large gas burner at the 
bottom, with a cover over the flame 
that the heat is distributed evenly, and 
shelves above to lay the metal on, gives 
the best results. A flat iron plate with 
several gas burners under it is much in 
use, Or a steam plate may be employed. 
The metal can be stacked an inch or more 
in height, using any of the above-men- 
tioned devices. Let all be heated through, 
then turn the metal over and let remain 
until finished, when it is removed and 
placed on a table and allowed to cool. If 
a little bee’s wax is rubbed on the out- 
side layer it will assist in determining the 
moment when it can be removed from the 
fire. The- wax will turn the metal a dark 
brown color, and when it reaches this color 
it can be taken from the fire. For handling 
flat pieces of metal when hot, a mason’s 
trowel in one hand and a cloth pad in the 
ther will enable the operator to hold the 
metal without burning his fingers.

The Green Gold Finishes.

T O produce a good green gold finish 

upon articles at a fair cost, that neither 
blends to the shades of yellow or gray, but 
is purely green in shade and tone and can- 
not be termed as a yellowish or silver green 
is one of the many irritable features of the 
electroplating art. This is especially so 
when a dark or antique’ green gold is called 
for. 

Many platers are turning out and placing 
upon the market to-day various articles 
‘finished in antique green gold, and when 
one takes the opportunity to compare them 
he will find many different shades. 

Some will be very brown in the back- 
ground and blend to a yellowish green on 
the high lights; others show a silvery tint 
and rather dark background. Then again, 
we find some that have a grayish tonetinted 
green and yet could hardly be termed so. 

I was called upon sometime ago to pro- 
duce a dark green that was green all over, 
both in background as well as on the high 
lights, and after considerable experiments 
with different chemical agents, such as lead, 
sodas, antimony, cadmium and nitrates, I 
found that the best results could be obtained 
from a solution containing arsenic. 

I may state that it requires cénsiderable 
care in the manipulatory processes con- 
nected with the production of the finish ob- 
tained from the fo!lowing formula:

Dissolve nitrate of silver in water (crys- 
tals are best) and after having the above 
solution in working condition suspend a 
platinum anode on the negative and one on 
the positive pole and set in action. While 
working add a little of the nitrate of silver 
solution at a time until] deposit shows green. 
Then add a drop at a time of a solution of 
arsenic that has been thoroughly cut and 
boiled with potassium cyanide until the 
green deposit shades over to a deep green 
smut. When the high lights are relieved 
with bicarbonate of soda on articles plated 
in this solution, which is used cold, they 
show out in a deep, rich green color, 

It can be readily seen by the complica- 
tion of metals and chemicals used that this 
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solution requires the utmost care in han- 
dling, making and keeping and working, 
but like everything else it is no trouble 
when you get used to it and can be placed 
in the same class as a brass solution so far 
as the plater is concerned. I may state that 
I would gladly produce a sample for any- 
one interested. 















Characteristics of Duralumin. 


(By Besste L. Jones, in Ihe Metal Industry.) 


F it fulfils the claims made for it, this 
new alloy may be safely said to be the 
best light aluminum alloy that has been 
brought out for forging and rolling. The 
metallurgical world, however, would be 
much more interested in an aluminum cast- 
ing alloy that possessed the strength and 
durability of yellow brass, but an alloy 
such as duralumin is claimed to be, that 
can be made into extended shapes, sheets, 
wire, rods, tubes, endless ribbon, etc., is of 
more than ordinary interest. 

The rolling alloys that have met with 
the most favor in the past have been made 
of aluminum hardened with small amounts 
of copper. Dr. Richards gives the follow- 
ing as the physical characteristics of some 
of these alloys when rolled into sheets of 
0.039 inch thickness, the experiments hav- 
ing been made at the Aerostatic Park at

More recently the use of nickel for 


hardening aluminum seems to have been 
abandoned, but various copper-hardened al- 
loys, deoxidized by the use of manganese, 
phosphorus, etc., have been brought out 
in the United States. None of these alloys 
has given the results claimed for duralu- 
min or much exceeded the figures given for 
“nickel aluminum.” 

Duralumin is the invention of A. Wilm, 
Berlin, Schlatensee, and is made by the 
Diirener Metalwerke Aktiengesellschaft, 
Diiren, Rhineland, makers of Durana metal 
and other alloys. The manufacturer gives 
the following data in regard to duralumin: 

“Duralumin is an aluminum alloy with 


more than 90 per cent. aluminum. The 
specific gravity is below 2.80. The melting 
point is about 650° C. (1,202° F.). Du- 


ralumin may be rolled either hot or cold 
and may be forged or drawn.”
